Executive Department, Georgia, } 
Millcdgeville, Nov.G, 1827. $ 
Fellow- Citizens , 

In making known to you the events of the passing year„ 
it is equally my duty to communicate those which give paibj as those 
which afford pleasure, so that without concealment or suppression, 
all may be embodied in the history of the times — our successors will 
take counsel from them, and the experience, of the past will be equal- 
ly profitable, whether it furnish examples of good to be imitated, 
or of evil to be avoided. 

Before the close of the last session of theLegislature, hope was 
indulged that the controversy between the government of this State 
and that of the United States, wa3 happily terminating ; and so in- 
deed to all appearances it was-^— The surveys of the recently acquired 
territory, so long resisted, had proceeded with little or no interrup- 
tion — the last of them were about to be completed — the Indian irri- 
tation had exhausted itself in a few demonstrations of hostility ; and 
when calmness and tranquility had succeeded to excitement and cla- 
mor, and nothing remained to satisfy the Indian for his imaginary 
wrongs, but a trifling consideration in money, the Executive Gov- 
ernment at Washington seized the occasion as a fit one to denounce 
the Executive of Georgia as the violator of the faith of Treaties, and 
|he lawless forrader of Indian rights — to forbid the prosecution oi 
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fhs surveys, and io threaten the employment of military force to c<v 
ejree obedience to its commands— a menace which, without being n- 
preced'ented on the part of that government, was yet so ill-timed and 
unexpected, that hut* one reception and one treatment could be given 
to it — The Documents herewith transmitted will disclose the mannej 
of ibnt reception and treatment — The message of the President to 
Congress, communicating this measure, left no doubt as to its mo- 
tive* and its ohjacts. The councils and people of Georgia were to 
be subd.ied at all events into a recognition of the validity of the Int 
stiument called the New Treaty— by civil process, if civil process 
wouid answer— by military force if it would not— indeed by-all 
means, civil or military, as enjoined by a superadded obligation (to 
use the language of the President,) even higher than that of hiirnah 
nuthorlty — It could not be seen why, under a government of laws, 
the civil remedy might not suffice, being, if not so prompt, at least 
ample and appropriate — or why, if resorted to at all, it should not 
be exclusively depended on ? The alternative of a resort to the 
taiiifary on failure of the civil remedy, or the resort to both concur- 
rentlj for the redress of the same wrong, is not the theory, and has 
not been hitherto, the practice of this government— whenever it 
shall become so, there will be no longer any difference, in substance, 
between osir own constitution of government, and that of the most 
arbitrary and despotic. It was impossible to doubt, therefore, from 
the unconstitutional character of the menace, from its unseasonable- 
Bess, and from the appalling consequences which must inevitably 
follow its execution, that the temper which dictated it was hostile to 
Georgia, and bent on her humiliation or destruction. The councils 
of Georgia could never recede, without the most degrading humilia* 
tion, from the positions taken in support of the Treaty of the Indian 
Springs — it was the professed object of the menace, to produce that 
recession ; and it. was obviously better for Georgia to run the haz- 
zard of being stricken from the roll of States, than by a passive subi 
mission to surrender, with important interests abd essential rights, 
what was infinitely more important and more essential, character— / 
TJut other rights and interests than those of Georgia were concerned^ 
The doctrine assumed in justification of the menace involved the 
rights of al! the States — It asserts the broad power for the Execu- 
tive of the General Government in any controversy between a State 
■and the United States, to decide the right and wrong of that contro- 
versy promptly, absolutely and finally, without appeal, and to iff--' 
force such decision by the sword— a power most awful, tremendous 
and unnatural, and not given by the Constitution even to the Con-*, 
gress. Io such a contest, Georgia could make no sacrifices too 
<iear, because she contended in a just and righteous cause, not for*'' 
herself alone, but for all the States, whose honor, dignity and inde- 
pendence, were alike at stake — Happily for the country, the en- 
forcement of this measure has not been as yet attempted whether 

on reconsideration it has been yielded to more deliberate suggestions 
and more prudent counsels, or decided as wholly indefensible and 
therefore impracticable, or reserved for some other and fature oo- 



casion, U not known to me, and can only be conjectured — It is fc6sr 
sonable, at least charitable to conclude, that what >m this respect 
ought to be dGne, has been done, and that wisdom and moderation 
can find -no amends for the calamities of a civil war, in the transfer 
from (Georgia to the Indians of a comparatively worthless fraction of 
territory, which, but for the principle involved; this government 
would not deign to make a subject of abgry contention with that of 
the United. States, ':■" ' ■, 

The country of the Creeks falling within the chartered limits of 
Georgia being acquired, it remains for you to consider of the mea- 
sures most expedient for the acquisition of that of the Cherokeea 
within the same limits — On this subject my opinions have been 
freely and frankly, and repeatedly communicated— -there is norea- 
son to change. them — you hold the territory by the same tenure aa 
you hold that on whreh yourselves am! your ancestors have long fix- 
ed your hearths and firesides — the original charier of the State— 
This tenure remains unchanged by the Articles of Confederation, or 
by the present Constitution ; and without the consent of the peoplej 
is unchangeable but by act of God — The right of occupancy follow- 
ing the right of soil and jurisdiction, you claim the same right of oc- 
cupancy now as ever, unlimited and unrestrained, by the confedera- 
tion or the present constitution • and therefore, are free in times fu- 
ture as in tiruSR past, to enter upon that occupancy, consulting your 
rights, your convenience, and the dictates of humanity only— your 
rights are und6ubtfed~-your convenience is resolved by the various 
circumstances in which you may at any time find your population 
ami territory, and the wants of your people, as resulting from the 
relative condition of both ; and the obligations of humanity, always 
paramount -to the claims of interest, are to be sought in the conside- 
ration of what is doe from a civilized to a savage community, and oi 
the sum of human happiness, prfesent and future, which is involved 
in the estimate — Whatever may be the controlling motives resulting 
from other considerations, those of humanity oppose no obstacle ttii 
the immediate occupation of the country. The Cherokees are only 
asked to surrender now, and voluntarily, the country which by the 
force of moral circumstances they must very soon surrender, even 
against their will, not without consideration or equivalent, box in ex- 
change for another, and in all respects a better country, with a title 
in fee in the place of a precarious occupancy — with generous .soil 
and salubrious climate, presenting a choice to agriculture or the 
cfcase— insulated from the whites^ and protected by tbf power of 
-the United Slates— All who oppose themselves to this tappement are 
enemies of the Cherokees, ignorant of their true interest^ or indif- 
ferent to their present and future welfare. ; 

.It is proper to fnformyou that the memorial of the Isst Legislature 
on this subject, addressed to the President, was forwarded in due 
time, with an accompanying letter, to which no satisactory answer 
Jias been given. .

snent of the United States, is that of the dividing-line between Flori* 
da and this State, directed to be run and marked by several resolu- 
tions of the Legislature, The concurrence of the general govern- 
men* being necessary to the perfection of this measure, it was re,-., 
peatfediy invited, and eventually obtained. A highly respectable 
gentleman, and late governdr of Virgiuiaj Thomas M. Randolph,* 
having been appointed the Commissioner on the part of the United: 
States, and Thomas Spalding the Commissioner on the part of Geor- 
gia, they proceeded in a spirit of harmony and concert to the execu- 
tion of (heir trust, and I am happy to inform you that, without bring-,, 
ing their labors to a termination most desirable, they closed themi 
with no interruption of that spirit. On the contrary, with an im-, 
provement of it corresponding to the intelligence, patriotism and^ 
liberal sentiments which distinguished them. 

The Charter of Georgia, the Treaty of Peace of 1783, the Con- 
federation of 1778, the present Constitution, the Treaty of Spain of 
1 795, the Constitution of Georgia, all recognize or guarantee the- 
head or source of the St. Marys River, as the true point of the soutbv 
era boundary of the State. The commissioner of the United States 
and the commissioner of Spain, appointed under the Treaty of '95,- 
to run and mark the line in terms of the Articles of that Treaty, in> 
gitead of discovering the head or source of the St. Marys, as they were 
instructed to do, and for which they searched, established a point ' 
different from, and disconnected with the head of that river : viz. a 
point in (he Okefanoka Swamp, one mile or two miles north of the 
mound ofEIlico ? t. It bad been ascertained by researches, authorise 
ed to be made by commissioners appointed under the authority of 
this State in the year 1818, that the U. States and Spanish Commis- 
sioners, in agreeing to that point, were wide of the true point — that 
the head of the stream pursued by Ellicott was not to be found, as 
he supposed, in the Okefanoka Swamp, *V"o miles north of the mound 
of Ellicott ; and it has been since ascertained that the head of that 
branch of the river is to be found to tbe southward of both the 
Swamp and cicund. It was justifiable to take (he mound as the true 
point, because So in substance, our own commissioners, believing : 
that Ellicott, in pursuing the north, did pursue the main branch of 
the St. Marys, had reported ; and so the Governor of this State, ill 
the year X.8 1 S>, relying on the correctness of that report, had in- 
formed thk Legislature. Our commissioner was accordingly in- 
structed to \agree with the United States commissioner in running' 
the linefroni the mound of Ellicott to' the junction of the Flint and ' 
Chatahoochi^ rivers. It happened that the U. States commissioner 
was not authorized to concur. On the contrary, an act of Congress 
which, departW from the ordinary course, gave his instructions, iri 
■the same section in which it authorised his appointment virtually 
iorbade it. Tfpse instructions directed the commissioner td run 
iron, the point established by Ellicott, two miles north of the mound, 
andvere of cou\se directly opposed to the Treaty of 1795, -which 
prescribed the Wad -or source of the St. Marys as the true point.— 
I he 1 rodent ofWUeiled States would have been quite ?usti54>!e 



disregarding the act of Congress in this respect, in directing Ml 
commissioner to run from the point designated by the Treaty, in« 
stead of the point designated by the act, the Treaty being' the su- 
preme law. The commissioner was not so directed. It was not, 
however, deemed expedient, on this account, to arrest the conjinis- 
eioner of Georgia at the outset. Jf the point established by Ellicott 
had, by the commissioners of the United' States and Georgia, beeA 
found to coincide with the head or source of the St. Marys, the com. 
Qiissioner of Georgia would have been instructed to proceed. It 
was ascertained that they did not coincide, and his progress was ac- 
cordingly arrested. You will observe that the first question pre- 
senting itself for settlement between the two governments is, wheth- 
er the point arbitrarily agreed on by Ellicott and the Spanish com* 
misstoner as the head of the St. Marys, now ascertained not to be the 
head even of the stream pursued by Ellicott, shall be considered as 
the true head under the treaty of 1795. The other, and only re*, 
maining question will be, which is the true source or head of the St. 
Marys. To enable you to act understanding^ on these questions, 
as Well as to afford some satisfaction to the government,of the United 
States, which must undoubtedly revise-its proceeding, I had instruct* 
ed a competent agent, the same who acted as the surveyor and art- 
ist under the commissioners, and who approved himself worthy of 
<their highest confidence, to proceed to an examination of the sever- 
al branches of the" St. Marys, for the purpose of ascertaining, by ac* 
tual admeasurement, the trite head or source of that river. The 
correspondence and documents on this subject, together with his re*, 
port, are submitted. It will be seenj that of the three branches 
forming the St. Marys, viz. the Northern, Western and Southern 
branch, the Southern i3 not cnly the longest by two or three miles, 
and having a direction corresponding most naturally with the gene- 
ral 'course and disemboguement of the river, but discharges eight 
times more water than either of the other branches, and one third 
more than both of them united, including various other tributary 
streams ;-*— that of the three, the north branch, viz. that pursued by 
Ellicott, is the most inconsiderable, discharging, in proportion even 
to the western branch, as two to three, and in proportion to the 
southern branch as five to forty -three ; and indeed that it is even 
more inconsiderable than another stream (the Alligator) south of it, 
and running between it and the western branch, If these facts are 
confirmed to the satisfaction of the government of the United States, 
'the conclusion will be irresistible, even by itself, that we must fol- 
low, not the error or mistake of Mr. Ellicott, but the language of the 
Treaty ; not the point arbitrarily determined as the head of the St." 
Marys, but the true head ; and that the true head or source of the 
St. Marys is to"be found, not at the extremity of the northern, bat 
at the extremity of the southern branch ; and that from this point 
the line must be run according to the letter of the charter of Georr 
gia, of*tbe Treaty of '83, of the Treaty of '95 and of the Constitu- 
tion of Georgia. This detail, so inconsistent with the generalizing 
character of a Message, wili find an apology in, the extreme reluc- 
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square miles) which may be involved in it, and the obvious proprie- 
ty, therefore, in staling the question for the first time, to state it fair- 
Jy and fully. , . . / 

It gives me great pleasure to inform you that recent acts of the 
general government, and of its different departments, bespeak a re- 
turn to good feeling, and give an earnest of future good understand- 
ing, which ft has been the sincere desire, as it is the duty of this 
government, to cultivate. Our militia claioi?,9o constantly and eedu. 
ously, but unavailingly urged before that government for twenty 
or thirty years, have "been recognized, and, under circumstances 
warranting the belief that some grains of prejudice had mingled v.jlh 
the former repeated considerations of them, and that nothing wds 
wanting to a prompt acknowledgement of their justice at all times, 
but calm, dispassionate and impartial investigation — They are in a 
course of liquidation and settlement. 

The cxpen?es of the military expedition ordered for the defence 
of the southern frontier against threatened hostilities of the lodiishg, 
have been allowed as a correct charge against the general govern- 
ment, and paid: — and monies advanced on account of the V. States 
by the Executive of Georgia for running and marking the Florida 
line have, although that operation was arrested by the government 
of Georgia, been promptly returned : — acts indeed of jus* expecta- 
tion, because manifestly right in themselves, but affordis.g, at the 
same time, no little gratification, because what is manifestly .tight is 
fitit always done.

It is in the 
exercise of this guardianship that the Congress proceed, from ses- 
sion to session, to tax one portion of the community, not interested 
in }\ particular branch of industry, to sustain another portion inter- 
ested in, and carrying on ihat branch. Disregarding the liberal 
principles which would leave indusiry free to seek H*~bwn employ- 
ment, and returning to the benighted policy long prac :i, e d bv other 
nations, but now abandoned ; !D <i abandoning by ail enlightened ones,

Sta;es shall pay ; so that- we may- soon have to a?k ourselves, which 
is the -Government of the United Stages, the Assembly, of States 
which passes the edict of taxation, or the authorities, of more regular 
and constitutional appointment.- which receive it as law and order it? 
registration. 1 recommend to you (he adoption, without delay, ofa 
firm remonstrance to the Congress against this system of usurpation, 
injustice and oppression— You will address yourselves 1 know to a 
formidable government, having the power, for certain purposes^ 
over the puree and the sword, arid now claiming' arid exercising the 
po.v'er to direct the naiionai industry and national improvement 
without limitation — ^-ia short the absolute masters of the fortunes of 
twelve isii'tons of people. But you can yet speak in the language 
of truth; if no.i in the' t-pirit of Freemen. Your complaints maybe 
vt hi tded. If they should he, 1 recommend to you to address your- 
selves to .the-StaifS having ..common' -interest with yourselves, arid 
to' suggest the expediency of concurring iri a nofi-con*umption agree- 
mentto -be carried iuto-eff^ct by ,i!i the means which are constitu- 
tionally-given to their respective Legislatures. It is painful to con- 
template the consequences which must follow. That government 
whose 'parental duty it is to muke us all friend? and to keep us so, is 
straining its faculties to fasten upon the country a system which cart- 
not failUo set one part of it in. hostile array against the other. lo 
self defenee, we are first driven to. a t'on-cousumplion, which, in 
the end, must prove a non intercourse, and, as a necessary conse- 
quence of that, to the cultivation of tnore frieaJly relations with for- 
eigners, who, supplying onr indispensable wants, at least so long as 
the general government suffers them to be supplied, Will take the 
place of our own countrymen in cur feelings and affections, leaving 
nothing for them but bitterness and heart- burnings— We are not un- 
willing to -give toonr own cotfutrymen the same profits we give- to 
foreigners, provided they are fait iy and 'constitutionally earned, ft 
J3 the forced consumption of an atUcle, unconstitutionally enhanced 
in price,' which, like the forced consumption of the tea, *^e resist. — 
All things being equal, we are not unwilling to consume the fabrics 
of our own country, and so far to encourage the fabricators, but we 
protest against the artificial encouragement given at our expense, 
when we are made to pay, riot-only the tax for that encouragement, 
but to lose the trade in our staple which affords the only means of 
paying it. „ It isr not to be expected that foreign nations will long 
continue to receive cur raw material if we refuse to receive their 
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manufactures, and we are net used to that despotism which wouN 
constrain us, whether for or against onr interest, to manufacture for 
ourselves against our inclination. 

Conscientiously believing that the Government of the TJ. States is 
opt conducted according to the principles of the constitution— that 
powers are claimed and exercised by it in derogation of those pri B . 
ciples, and that in practice it is virtually a consolidated Government, 
and therefore essentially different from that formed and designed to 
be formed by the convention o/ '87, I would recommend to you, at 
the same time, to address a respectful and affectionate memorial to 
■your sister States, requesting them to unite with you in oil constitu- 
tional and legitimate measures, to bring back the Government to the 
pore principles of Mr. Jefferson's administration, which are the true 
principles af the constitution. It is a subject of sincere congratula- 
tion that, notwithstanding your temptations have not been less than 
others, you remain uncorrnpted by the assumed powers of the gen- 
era! government over the Internal Improvement of the country.--* 
Other States which have surrendered this birth-right will find no 
compensation in the promised equivalent, as principle has never, 
yet found its value in the weight or measure of (he precious me- 
tals. 

I invite your attention again to the subject of Internal Improve- 
ment, and to the dangers inseperable from a longer postponement of 
a Judicious System adapted to the wants and resources of the State. 
Jt is mortifying to our pride, and it will prove ruinous to our interest, 
that every state in the Union and every state in Europe, advancing 
in the course of improvement, opening communications between the 
most distant parts of its territory, cheapening its transportation, aug-* 
menting its trade and commerce, aD( ] cementing the union of its peo- 
ple, give signs of increasing illumination, whilst Georgia with some 
claims to intelligence and public spirit, has not yet executed a soli*' 
tary work, or raised a single monument, in illustration of her devotion 
to the agricultural and commercial prosperity of her people. We 
must soon withdraw from the rivalry of trade, or share it on the most 
unequal terms. Ho fertility ofsoil.no geneality of climate, -can. 
compensate to Georgia a difference of freight of five to one againit 
her, in a competition with her neighbor states, Her industry will ' 
be paralized, and her capita! exhausted. Already the wheat grower 
of the western parts of New-York from which formerly a bushel of 
wheat was not exported, supplants the wheat grower of Georgia io 
his own market. And ere long the cotton market, reduced to the 
lowest price at which the article can be raised, Georgia, with sod* 
fearful odds against her, will be forced to abandon the cultivation.- 
In tins, as in ail the articles of bulky or weighty carriage, the cotton, 
states w.ll undersell her in the same proportion which their facility 
of transportation bear to her difficulties, and when reduced to the ul- 
timate point of stagnation and depression, she may awabe f rom ber 
repose with regrets and lamentations, but without the means or the 
— - urcca to remedy the evil-You are not invited to premature or 
oStaoie effort?. You are asked to keep paca with your sisters, 
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in t^8- improvements which correspond to the Actual state of the 
trade, wealth, aqd population of the country, and if nothing more, at 
least to make the high roads the avenues of a cheap and expeditions 
transportation at all times, and the navigable streams likewise in the 
degree and to the extent of which they are susceptible. 

The Report of the Chief Engineer, who has continued in the pub- 
lic service at my particular request, will shew what, with very lim- 
ited means, has been done or attempted, during the past season, and 
what it may be useful or profitable to do hereafter. It is not to be 
expected that this or any other competent officer will devote him- 
self to the service of the State, for a compensation scarcely sufficient 
for the maintainance of his family, when the same qualifications in 
other states find a double or triple allowance. It would be wiser to 
abolish the office. 

I again solicit your consideration of the expediency of organizing 
a Court of Errors. If the Constitution should present the only ob- 
stacle, the Constitution should be amended. That instrument must 
indeed be very defective which has not only omitted to guarantee! 
uniformity in the administration of justice, but oppsses obstacles to 
it. It is not necessary to the organization of such a Court, that great 
expense should follow to the State, or great expense and great delay 
to the parties. It is the argument in the court above which is super- 
fluous, and which it is the duty of the Judges to supply ; which pro- 
duces both expense and delay. The Judges want nothing but the 
record certified from the court below, and it is not foreseen that all 
'unnecessary delay of the final decision may not be effectually pre- 
vented. Under every government justice should be administered 
purely, cheaply, promptly, and uniformly — It is the union of these 
elements which constitutes' the perfection of every Judicial System 
t--~tbe delays and expenses " which are not absolutely necessary to 
the attainment of its ends, are to be ranked among the greatest evile 
of society, and are, under a free government, altogether insufferable. 
Youare invited to this amendment of your own system, therefore, 
with a confident expectation, that without extraordinary expense or 
extraordinary delay, you can cause justice to be administered td the 
people with purity and uniformity* 

The Report of the Principal Keeper of the Penitentiary will make 
known to you the actual state of that institution. It proceeds un - 
Her many disadvantages, a defective building and a defective sys- 
tem^, to answer the objects of its establishment, "and to justify the 
expectations of its founders. Without knowing that the tempta- 
tions to the commission of crime are less, it is certain that the num- 
ber of penitentiary offences, so far from increasing with the increase 
of population l , has diminished. Other causes may have contributed 
to this result, but the tnpre obvious and immediate ones must be 
found in the operation of the code itself — you are encouraged, there- 
fore, to perseverance in a system, imperfect as it is, which awarding 
to crime its merited punishment, deters from the commission of it* 
Nor, in the estimate of benefits, are you to overlook that judicious 
maiiagerasnt which promises to make the industry of the institution 
available for its support ; and so far relieve the Stats from the eK- 
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penae incident to tlie administration of its criminal Justice. J h€ 
officer w-h'o is at the head of it deserves well for the fidelity and in- 
telligence with which he superintends its interests, and i' is sub- 
mitted whether, in offices of tins description, where the qualifica- 
tions for them depend so much on a knowledge of their detail:,, Ire 
qucnt changes do not operate injuriously to ?be public. 

The report of J^dge Schley will disc lost- the glaring defects and 
inconsistencies of the Code which a short experience had enabled 
him to detect, together with the obvious and necessary remedies 
which vou cannot fail to apply. . 

The Finances of the State require your attention. It is impor- 
fans in relation to them, that there should be system— that it 
should he simplified and intelligible, and, that in the ■administration 
ofp, you s-hould neither be decived yourselves or be ihe instru- 
ment o r deceiving «;hers. If it is asked on wha: resources the 'gov- 
ernment relies tor i's annual support, it will be difficult to find ail 
ans-ver A genera! tax law is .aon'ta'dv passed, and it purports, tp 
be an act to raise a tax for the support of ferovermsieot ; but accord,

ought to be distinctly known up:;n what other resource, either per- 
manent or temporary, it does rely. If it relies on taxation, then 
the incm-e should be Fsri? equal to the expenditure, er the expen- 
diture reduced to trie level' rf the income. Ou,:hf. the government 
to rely for its ordinary support on precarious and uncertain source^ 
of revenue, or is it the policy of the government to depend on thfe 
funds in the Treasury until th,>sc funds are exhausted, using its in- 
enme and making; encroachments upon its capital indiscriminately 
tor tv.at purpose, and leaving evpnunliy nothing for extraordinary 
emergencies, for public education, for internal mproverfient and 
other subjects of national concern. It is a rule of political ecottO- 
pt, and a good one, not to take more money from the people thaii 
is required for the ordinary and current wants of government.-^ 
Whilst in practice you do not rake more, you return one half of 
what you do take, and depeno on other resources t) supply the de- 
ficiency. It will be wis* 1 to consider of this nutter in time, and t» 
adopt a rational and coherent system which will take the place of 
irregularity and disorder. ■<■-. >'"• ;

paratively worthless and attachyourselves to principles, which are 
unchangeable, and which cannot fail you in your utmost need. In* 
fine, to thmk and act as brethren of the same familv allied by a com* 
mon interest and a common destiny, of which the" Universal Parent' 
will be the Guardian and Protector.

The 8th section of the third article of the constitution provides, 
" that within five years after the adoption of the Constitution, the 
body of our law civil and criminal, shall, be revised^ digested, and 
arranged under prober heads, and promulgated in such manner, ag 
the Legislature may direct." To carry into effect this section of 
the constitution, an act was passed by the General Assembly, on the 
6th day of Dec. 1799. Other acts having relation to the subject 
have been subsequently passed. One, the act of the 12th Decem- 
ber, 1809, is of permanent operation, and requires the compilation 
and publication of a digest of the laws of every (en years at lhV suc- 
cessive termination of that period of time. Different digests bow 
in common use throughout the State .have been compiled and pub- 
lished under the authority of these acts. The terms used in these 
acts, and the contents of the several digests published, which Mve 
been approved, as if properly executed according to the intentione 
of the several Legislatures by whom the acts were passed, demon* 
atrate that the part of the constitution quoted, was construed? to ap- 
ply to the enactments of the provincial assemblies, and tp those of 
the General Assembly since the revolution, only. In some of the 
acts, special provisions appear to have been considered necessary 
for the insertion into the digests of a few important English statutes. 
The intention of the framers of the< Constitution, appears to tfaeYEr- 
ecutive to have been of a higher character. Wit!) perfect respect 
for those who have acted on a different opinion, the authors of thej 
constitution obviously contemplated the revision, digest and arrange- 
ment bf the written and unwritten law of the State, and the publi- 
cation of the whole in the most useful form. The terms the " body 
of out Law civil and crinSroal," are general, and comprehend within, 
their scope the common Law equally with, the statute. Indeed, 
should it be thought necessary to make a distinction between them, 
.** the body of our Law civil and criminal," must be taken to be ex- 
clusively applicable to the common law, as,the trunk from which the 
Statute law has branched forth. U is not now possible, to fulfil the 
Intentions of the f Constitution within the time prescribed, bin 
the obligation updh'usis not impaired by the lapse of time, nor by 
the errors, theomissious, and the, inadvertencies of those who, have 
preceded us. Jteflections on the vast ipportiince of the contem- 
plated work, and its extensive utility, if performed with enlightened 
labour, are deliberately excluded from a. communication intended to 
invite; the attention of the General Assembly to the single queslioTr 
of constitutional obligation.

2d section of the Territory embraced by the treaty of the Indian 
Springs. The extent of these errors cannot be ascertained by the 
testimony exhibited- With a view to obtain more accurate infor- 
mation, as well as in justice to the person accused, lie has been per- 
mitted to examine the papers, and to make such observations uppc 
them, as a regard io truth »>nd his own character required. A Letter 
addressed by him fo the Executive, admits the existence, but does 
not shew the extent of the errors committed. Grants for land lying

The most prominent of 
these defects we hold to be§the. promiscuous association of the con* 
wets. Vice has its shades, and guilt Us colors-^-the grey head of 
infamy requires the arm of Omnipotence to work its refofmation r 
ind youth, with present hopes deceived and adaik fufarity in pros- 
pect, are too apt to look with complacency on the derconiac str.ile 
of guilt. '■",;. 

Your committee would respectfully suggest, that the uncertainty 
Of the" duration :-of punishment, from the frequency of pardons, tends* 
in a measure to increase crime — for it is in direct violation ofthe 
established maxim, that the certainty, more than the severity of pun- 
ishment, deters from the commission of crime. 

Your committee are of the opinion, that no officers of the Peni- 
tentiary should be allowed to furnish any of the raw materials ne- 
cessary for the ipstitation, either directly or indirectly, disclaiming 
fit the, same time any intention to censure any of the officers of the 
institution, but simply believe it to be a bad precedent, and that abu- 
ses might in time grow out of the practice ;

Your committee do not know that the State 
receives anv interest from the funds which come into her treasury ; 
And if instead of the bills of the Sank of Darien, she had had the 
same amount of the bills of any other Bank or of specie in her 
freasiiry, they mint have been quite as unproductive of interest. -j. 



Nor can your committee discover that the State has been subjected 
to any inconvenience or embarrassment from th- circumstance ju^f 
alluded to, since she has always had in her treasury, a sufficieneJL 
of current notes to meet the ordinary expences of the Government,, 
and when she has made a loan or large appropriations for Interna^' 
Improvement, the bills of the Bank of Darien have been found fa^ 
answer for such purposes. 

Your committee are aware that af a time when great fears and 
apprehensions were entertained as to the solvency of the Bank, it 
might then have been said, that the State was subjected to the prov 
liability of loss, without any compensation for the hazard to whicJL 
she was exposed ; but when it is recollected, that she had a deep 
interest in the Bank, resulting from the stock which she owned, 
and that, that interest had been increased by the collection into the 
Treasury of a large amount of bills, at a time when those bills 
were current, your committee cannot but believe that those cir- 
cumstances afford a sufficient justification for the forbearance and 
indulgence which wete extended to the institution. But your. 
committee believe that in determining on the course which should 
now be pursued in relation to the Bank, it is useless to recur to 
measures which are passed and cannot be corrected or changed;, 
but that we must be influenced in forming an opinion by the ex- 
isting state of things. ■■**< 
Your committee are aware, that the character of a mooted corpo*- 
ration, is in general estimated not by its ability or inability ulti- 
mately to meet the demands which may be brought against it, but 
by the interested opinions of Stock-brokers and Money-changers; 
but they cannot admit that this is always a correct test of -the 
soundness or solvency of a Bank, since they find five individuals 
of the first standing for talent, integrity and honor, declaring in 
relation to a bank, the stock of which in the opinion of these Ban- 
kers and Money lenders was valueless, that that stock had lost cer- 
tainly not more than twenty per cent on its par value, and proba- 
bly not so much — and that whilst those bills are not current, thgjf 
are in fact perfectly good, and the stock of the bank worth quite aa 
much as the stock of other banks which are admitted to be perfect*^ 
ly sound and solvent, will now command in market. ; •.-? 
The State in her corporate capacity has a great pecuniary info. 
rest in the bank of Darien, and ?he ought also to have a strongin- 
terest ot feeling for those of her citizens whose fortunes are-m a 
great measure identified with that of the bank, and who have nfc 
control ormfluence over her destiny, if the bids now in theTreK 
suryare thrown upon the market, they must soon be as they haw 
been, from ten to twenty percent below par : they then become an 
article of speculation and soon find their way into the hands of 
these stock brokers and money changers, and the bank by a very 
simple process is subjected to the payment of interest on them, (a 
ioad under which no bank can carry on its operations lon°0 then to 
judgment and execution.

The Senate ,tock up the report of the joint committee upon the' 
State of the Republic, to whom was referred so much of the Go- 
vernor's communication, as regards the acquisition of the Georgia* 
lands at present in the occupancy of the Cherokee Indians, and the 
absolute and jurisdictional right of the State to the same, which 
W»a amended to read as follows, and agreed to. 

The joint committee upon the state of the Republic, to whom was 
referred so much of the late Governor's coismunication, as regards 
the acquisition of the Georgia lands, at present in the occupancy 
of the Cherokee Indians, and the absolute and jurisdictional right 
efthe State, to the same — Report, 

«■ That they have, bestowed upon this momentous subject, the most 
nature and' deliberate consideration; and although so-ne of the 
Positions which they feel warranted in occupying, may at the first 
?PF» appear bold and novel, yet they cherish the hope, that by ad- 
apting to the wejl ascertained, and long established laws of na- 
tions, those positions will be found abundantly supported. 

We are aware that our repeated appeals to the General Govern- 
njeuiupon this subject, so- vitally interesting to the people of Geor- 
gia* have been looked upon as impertinent and obtrusive ; but" your 
offiimittee believe, that the State has been disposed" to suffer in si- 
lence, so long as the evils under which she labored were sufferable* 
&?wl that when her claims shall be (airly investigated, and it is seen 
fiflw unireasonably they have delayed, an enlijjMened and just com- 
tnunity will pronounce the course she has pursued, to have been 
marked with great moderation and forbearance. 

•W* propose in the discharge of our present duty, to enquire/mi, 
into the nature and present situation of our claim upon the Gene- 
ral Government ; and second, to investigate the nature and extent 
flf.imr title to the territory in question, considered abstractedly from. 
Mi claim upon the General Government,, 



%tv the4tb section of the articles of agreement and cession* ej|i 
«ered into- on thfi'34:.h of \pril, 1802 ; between the comtnisam® 
ofthf United States on the one part, and the commissioners JF 
the Stale of Georgia on the other part, it was expressly stipula^f 
and agreed, that the United States should at their own expense, 
extinguish for the use of Georgia, as early as the same could Sfe 
peaceably obtained on reasonable terms, the Indian title to all the 
fands wiioin the State ot Georgia. 

It will hardly be contended, that this was a mere naked promise, 
and therefore to be violated at pleasure by the United States, fer 
the contract imports upon its face a most ample and sufficient con- 
sideration. 

We are not ignorant of the fact, that the General Govemfliejft 
having the power in her own hand?, is disposed to put her own 
construction upon this promise, apd to make herself the sole and 
exclusive judge of what may be considered " reasonable terms;;?' 
but we respectfully contend, that if she designs to keep up eventlig 
s/toH? of justice, she wjll suffer this to be controlled by the san$e 
rule of construction applicable to all other •ontracts^-that is to say, 
thai the words used, shall be understood in that sense which is'bqfjj 
calculated to cilectuate the true intention of the contracting parties 

The reciprocal objects intended to be accomplished by the Hi 
.Elates and Georgia, by the contract in question, were few and siia- 
pie. They intended that Georgia should cede to the United Statii 
a vast extent of territory therein described — that the United Statls 
should at their own expense, and upon their own responsibility^ 
extinguish for the use of Georgia whatever claim or title the Inr- 
cliaha might have to the lands lying within her limits ; and tho.t this 
should be done " as early v as it could be upon peaceable and rea- 
sonable terms. 

We consider it certain from the terms of the contract itself, and 
particularly from the consideration which was paid, that it was'the 
thtention cf both parties that the Indian title should cerfcwtty. s»t 
some time or other be extinguished. The time was left i&deJMfi 
and uncertain — not because it was contemplated that any cirx^ 
stance should occur, or state of things exist, that should deprii 
Georgia of those lands ; but, because this State reposed such un- 
bounded confidence in the justice and good .faith of the General 
Government, as induced her confidently to believe, .that no oppc?* 
tunity would be permitted to escape, and ihat no fair and hon«ta* 
'bie exertion would be withheld for the speedy an.d punctual fidfilj 
ment of the promise. . '...'.,:■ ?'* 

We admit that after much anxiety and delay, Georgians aWft 
to reap the full b'.-nefit of the contract in question, so far as it re- 
gards her kinds situated within the Greek Nation of Indians, 
the manner in winch this hns been 




v- Inch she i3cnutl-.;.d, yet it must be remembered that there is w»~ 
a considerable portion of Cherokee lands to which she has precise^ 
^•amsu.^in relation to which the gene.-- goJernmeE '& 



jf^fthesame obligation^ and which nevertheless still regains ia the 
possession of the Indians. By what motive or reason the general- 
government can be influenced, in so pertinaciously and unjustly 
reusing entirely to redeem her pledged faith to Georgia, we are 
qaable to perceive. The whole civilized world knows, that Geor- 
gia acted a gallant and distinguished part during the revolutionary 
war, in achieving our liberty and independence ; and our sister 
Sfates will do us the justice to testify* that, since that time, Georgia 
has not wethheld her treasure or her sV/ord fiom the defence of our . 
common country, and national rights. We mention -hese things, 
not by way of boasting, or out of vainglory ; hut, t» shew that 
@gorgia has violated hone of the obligations by which she wos 
bound to her sister States, and therefore, that there is the k-ss jus- 
tice ia their violating their obligations to her. 

It will be remembered, that the articles of agreement and cei=- 
Moa were entered into in 1802, and that they imposed upon the IT; 
States the obligation of procuring the relinquishment of the Indian 
title, so soon as the' same could be done "peaceably" and upoa 
''reasonable terms." Immediately upon the ratification of thes'6 
articles, it became the duty of the general government to improve 
ievery opportunity that might present itself, and with all her inflaV 
once, and energies faithfully applied, to have sought diligently for, 
opportunities to effect such relinquishment. Stis did not do so.w 
Baton the contrary, manifested so much indifterenee, and for so 
long a time, that Georgia became dissatisfied, and tock occasion 
fttpeetfully to call the attention of the'general government to this 1 
sUbject— a liberty thai she has several times siace found it neces- 
sary to exercistNerbut which has either been treated with silent 
contempt, or has subjected her to reproach and calumny. That!-" 
thetfnited States have violated most palpably their contract with 
Georgia, we think is made evident, when it is remembered, that 
since the ratification of the articles of agreement and cession, thci 
Indians have been removed entirely from 0->io, Kentucky, Norti* 
and South Carolina, Tennessee Missouri* and -almost all Arkanv.: 
sas; and that since that time, five oi sis times as much hud as 
belonged to Georgia, and was in the possession of the Indians, has 
teen acquired in Alabama fbr the »se of the United Stales, and 
t*4t too, upon " peaceable and reasonable tcrm9 ;*' besides largp. 
TOstons in Mississippi, Illinois, Michigan, and Florida. And it '4 
* tact so notorious, that we presume no one will venture to dispute 
it, that upon the termination of the late war wish Great Britain and 
the Indians, the Ignited Stateshad it completely in their power to 
procure for the use of Georgia the principal part of Hve 'lands ts> 
which she wa3 entitle !— not only upon " peaceable ami reasonable- 
terms," but upon just such terms as they mifcht tlaye pleased to. 
jfcfecribg. But this was not d^ae, or attempted to be donc-~Ori 
;tfi| contrary, the United States by negotiation, effected for limf 
»wn use and aggrandisement, large cessions of territory i;s _a;u>d?ci*' 
|»rt of the. nation, and thereby threiv the Indians^n greater num _• 
[ fers Upon ,oiir own 'territory, and So circumscribed their Smuts, as 
greatly to diminish the prospect of their willingness to make hrtii- 
;#'<^ons, either -for ths benefit of Georgia, or ft: 1 any other^O 



e'a»e. A-nd since that time, it has been the constant aiid favorlU 
p.. . •" o! the U'..ued States, not to hold out inducements -^ the I* 
d^".-''*.o yield jp the possession of t-=e Georgia lands ; bat rivsoacfi 
t t ; -> com' rJs, aiid so instruct them in the busings of husband^ 
n-> K ; \rrach ih*m so finnly to their country" and to their homea/ai 
*Uv.'y>< to destroy the h*< ray of h?pe that they would ever conseifl 
t--» -v.rt wirh the G«-.0'"gia lands. It is ?io:c ailedged, we understand! 
that it is impossible for (he United States to obtain the lands it 
question' for the use of Georgia, upon " peaceable and reasonable" 
terms ;" and therefore, that they ar-e under do obligation to ootaiti 
them at all. By whom and in what way we beg leave to enquire, 
has tins impDssibilitv been produced ? Surely by the United States, 
and bv their policy, and that too agsinst tae consent and remon- 
strance of Georgia. And is it possible, that the general govern- 
ment will consent in this way to benefit herself, and 10 take ad- 
vantage of her own acts, and that too to the injury and oppression 
of one of her own members ? For the dignity and honor of oat 
cnmiiifin country, we earnestly hope not. But a-itheugh the general 
government is under this obligation, and from whieh she cannot 
honorably release herself in any other way than by complying with 
"ft, yet judging from our past experience, we can scared? venture 
to hope, that she will redress our injuries and establish our right* 
We are apprised that this subject engaged the attention of the 
last Legislature, that the resolutions which they adopted were sub- 
mitted to the President of the United States ; and we ate glad thai 
in reply, he condescended to express to our Senators in Congress 
a '* wish, to gratify the State," but we are sorry chat he added 
* negotiation" (ivith the Indians) " was hopeless, and that he could 
not consent to apply force." We are at liberty to understand this 
answer nq> otherwise, thm as a distinct and formal determination) 
to take no step to obtain for and secure to Georgia, her long de- 
layed rights. We have waited upon and trusted to the justice and 
liberality of the United States for upwards of the fourth of a centu- 
ry, and the result to us is disappiontment, insult and injury. 

From this gloomy and almost hopeless prospect, we turn our at- 
tention to the second branch of our enquiry, and trust that we shaH 
be able to establish in the State of Georgia, a good, legal, and pefe 
feet liite to the lands in question, and that we have the right, by"ara 
means in our power, to possess ourselves of them. '™ 

In the examination of this Important and interesting question, wei 
are necessarily cairied back to the earliest history of this country. 
When tike continent Oi America was first discovered, it was pos- 
sessed and owned by various wandering tribes of. savages ; and the 1 
discoverers asserted successfully the right of occupying such part* 
as each discovered, and thereby they established Heir supreme 
command over it, asserting their claim both to domain and to em- 
pire. By domam we mean that, by " virtue of which a nation raav 
use the country for the supply of its necessities • may dispose of it 
«8 it thinks proper, and derive from it any advantage it is capable 
of yielding." And by " empire" we mean the " riglit of sovereign 
command, by which tne nation directs and regulates at its pleasure 
-.very thing that passes in the country." Precisely in thU way 
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■pA k iho other, did Spain, France, England, Holland and Perfii- 
^l obtain sweaty ov«r the p .rtions ,f this country discovered 
■fryeach. 1; rosy be contended with much plausibility, that there 
tunthes.* ci.t -ns m^e of force than of justice ; but they are claim* 
■*hich.iaveb-;ei recognised and admitted by the whole civilised 
world, &«J v h unquestionably true, that under *uch circumstance* 
force become right. This kind of title is not only good and valid 
tjreeabletothe ia*s of nations, bur is perfectly consistent with. 
natural justice, fiie ea-th was certairdy mad* for the benefit* 
bailor' and subsistence >>\ man> mi \ should be so used a3 to ac- 
'commodate <h? greatest possible numher of human being's. It was 
f therefore perfect! v in accordance with rhe design of nature, that 
i the densely populated counties of Europe, snoold possess them- 
igelvei of the immense forests in Atherica.'whk-h were used only as 
hunting g'Ounis> <md employ them in p-rmjoucg the comforts and 
providing far the subsistence of cheir dves flaw; Depopulation. Act- 
ing, no doubt upon these principles, Great Britain occupied and 
colonised the province of Geor^ii, the limit- of which anterior to 
the revolutionary war, were defined, and made to extend front the 
Atlantic coast to the Mississippi and from the 3 1st to the 35th de- 
grees of north latitude. The -.vhol'e of this territory was made to 
forma provincial government, thus exercising the highest and most 
unequivocal act of sovereignty. In this eseicisei both of donwiiz 
and etiipire, on the part of Great Britain, certain portions of terri- 
tory were reserve'! for the use of the Indian?, and the Indians them- 
selves were declared to be under the " protection" of Great Britain-; 
and the lands reserved were also under the " sovereignty, protection 
and dominion" of that government. Thus It is seen, that the sove- 
reignty of Great Brib.ua over the whole of Georgia was complete 
and perfect ; that the absolute right to the soii was in her ; that the 
Indians were under her protection ; and that their possession was 
only permissive-. Things remained in this condition until the revo- 
hitionay war j upon the termination of which, by the treaty of 
peace between the [Tailed States and the mother country, the sove- 
reignty to the full extent as claimed* owned and exercised by Great 
.Britain over all the lands and Indians within the State of Georgia/ 
•passed to and vested ih the people of this State. We have shewn 
we trust, very clearly, that at the end of the revolutionary war, 
Georgia possessed, and had a right to exercise absolute .control and 
Sovereignty over the whole of the territory lying within her then 
Hints ; that her claim to domain and empire was not disputed ; that 
fee absolute title to the soil was in her ; thai the Indians were un- 
der her protection ; and that their possesion was by hei permission, 
aj it had previously been by ihat of Great Britain. Thus far, we 
apprehend the premises that we hav> established, ir;d tjie conclu.- 
sfons that we have drawn, will dot be disputed; for if they are 
toons:, the very argument that proves ;heoi to b? so, must defeat 
the title by which every foot of land in the United States is heid^ 
far they alt derive title in the same way. 

; It now remains for us to shew, that since the revolutionary war,, 
Georgia has done no act, and entered into no compact with her sis- 
ter States, by which she has divested herself of any portion of hf-'s 
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SoWeigntv, affecting her rights -sow in question. And this propifc 
SitioH will be supported, it we can shew .oat = o such consequent 
can result from the articles of confederation, ^e reieiai cousiiti| 
tion, r the articles of agreement and ces-ion «f 1802. "? 

To shew that the articles of confederation m t ve «iiveM.ed- Geor^ 
gia of vio portion of her sovereignly, it doe.- not appenr to us ne^ 
cessary to take any other ground than the. very obviet-* one, that' 
these articles have been abrogated by the Federal Constitution^ 
which was adopted in its place aod s'ead But we contend, that 
even prior to the adoption of that Con-tu;»tion, they contained no 
provision when properly construed, affecting the right in question.; 
In (he articles of Confederation we find this proviai n : " Each; 
State retains its sovereignty, freedom and independence ; and eve.- 
ry power, jurisdiction and right" which is uot by the " coritn era- 
tion expressly delegated to the United State?," is reset ved to the 
people of the States. We may search in vain in (he articles of 
confederation, for any express delation of the right ot sovereigni- 
ty or jurisdiction by Georgia to the United States ove> the territory 
in controversy. No such exp; ess delegation was ever mad e— the 
consequence is obvious ; it is reserved to the p^oph of ihe State.. 
Those who differ with us in opinion, may attemp to suvain them- 
selves by one further provision in the articles of confederation--* 
We allude to the power given the United States ot regulating 
" trade," and managing all affairs with ihe Indians, tint members 
of any particular State ; but by express provision thift power is in 
BO ins ance to be exercised so as to " infringe or violate tht legisla- 
tive right of any State within its own limits." We are bj no 
means satisfied, but that the Indians resident within the limits* of 
Georgia, may fairly be considered " members" of the State ; if so, 
the United States possess not the ri^ht to interfere with them even 
so far as to regulate " trade ;" but whether they be members of 
the State or not, the United States are expressly prohibited from 
interfering with them in any way so as to *' infringe or violate the 
legislative right of the State within her own limits." We think, 
therefore, that the articles of confederation have not affected oar 
title in the least. ; 

__ We next proceed to the enquiry, whether the State's title to, and 
right of sovereignty over .he land* in controversy, neve been affected 
by the Ftderal Constitution ; and if affected, to what extent ?-* 
W r e are not disposed to afford even the feeble aid of our example; 
for frittering away the Constitution bv construction ; we prefer to 
take that .instrument as it is, and not to take from, or add to its 
provisions. We have always believed, and yet do, th*.t all powers: 
not expressly granted by that Constitution, or plainly implied in, 
and necessary and proper to the execution of the expressly granted 
powers, are reserved to the States ; and wp earnestly- insist upon 
this rule of construction, so far as chat instrument applies to the 
Buoject under consideration. 

finrt\L he thin - ? ectiori f ihe fo ' Jrth arrk 'e of the Constitution, we} 
tie an P «° V £T : ',' Con e ress s , hai! hav e power to dispose of, and 
make all needful rules and regulations respecting the editor? or

ate shall be prejudiced. It wilj no* be contended we apprehend, 
at since the articles of agreement and cession of 1 802, ihe United 
ates have the smallest shadow of a title, to the lands in eontr'o- 
rsy; and if it were considered necessary, we couid easilv shew 
it even before that time, they had no well founded title. There 
.therefore, nothing in ' his part of the Constitution mpressly or 
fixedly divesting Georgia of the right of sovereignty h, question,

By the articles of agreement and cession of 1802, Georgia pari 
cd with and gave up all her claims and rights, both of domain m 
empire^ to the territory thereby ceded to the United Slates ; but ihes 
articles contain tig formal and express surrender ei any su:h n^liii 
to the territory reserved. We are aware that s>uc'i snrreoder i' 
claimed to, be implied frooi the term " Indian title" as there usej 
But when the subject is properly understood, we contend that thi 
conclusion does not necessarily result from the premises. Thi 
term was net intended, and cannot be understood as building u 
and vesting in the Indians, any kind of title to the lands in conln 
viersy ; nor was it intended to add to, or detract from the tit 
•which they already h»d. It was only used as a term descripti\ 
of that title. We have already seen what that title was ; thut 
was a mere possessory one ; and that they had so little imprest] 
the soil, that their possession was pot inconsistent with a seisin i 
fee on the part of Georgia But it is contended, that by the tit 
cles of agreemefit ai>d cession, a consideration was contemplate 
to be paid by the United States to the Indians, for (heir relir.quis 
ment of this title ; and therefore that u was of such a clura.il' 
as was entitled to respect, and as could not h* taken from them u- 
less by their consent. We are of a different opinion. We hs f 
already seen the fragile tenure by which they held, aid do yet In' 1 
those lands ; but however slender it may have been, yc-t some* 
was necessary to be done by the United States or Georgia, in oid : 
to oust theai of possession. This act must, necessarily have be 
of either a warlike or pacific character. If of a warlike characi 
zio consideranon of a pecuniary nature could be necessary ; but 
of a pacific character, then the object was to be accomplished j 
negotiation, and a consideration would necessarily be the result^ 
Whenever it has been necessary to accomplish a similar act % 
the Cherokees, or any other nation of Indians, by either «.f l| 
means just mentioned, from obvious motives of policy, as well 
Iwmanity, the United States have preferred resorting to negotiati 
and presents.

.^events it is evident, that if Georgia possessed this right before en- 
tering into those articles, she possesses it yet, Tor a surrender of n 
is no where to be found. Belore Georgia became a party to the 
articles of agreement and cession, she could rightfully have p..; 
sessed herself of those lands, either by negotiation with the In- 
dians or by force, and she had determined in one of the two wsvj 
to do so— but by this contract she made it the duty cf the United' 
States to sustain the expense of obtaining for her' the possession, 
provided it could be done upon reasonable terms and by negotia- 
tion—but in case it should become rsecessa-y t» resort to forces 
this contract with the United States raake^ no provision : the con- 
sequence is, that Georgia is left untrammelled and at full liberty to 
prosecute her rights in that point of view, according to her own 
discretion, and as thaugh no such contract had been made. Your 
committee, therefore, arrive at this conclusion : That anterior tc 
the revolutionary war, the lands in question belonged >:o Great 
Britain-^that the right of sovereignty, both as to domain and em- 
pire, was complete and perfect in her-— that the possession bv the- 
Indians was permissive — that they were under the protection of 
that Government— ^that their tide was temporary — that they were 
mere tenants at will— and that such tenancy might have b<_en de- 
termined at any moment, either by negotiation or tores*, at the plea* 
sure of Great Britain. That upon the term* ation of the tevdu- 
tionary war, and by the treaty of peace, Georgia assumed all the 
rights and powers in relation to the lands and Indians in questions 
which theretofore belonged to Great Britain — That since that time, 
she has not divested herself of any right or power in relation to 
the lands now in question, further than she has in relation to all 
the balance of her territory, and that she is now at full liberty, and 
has the power and right to possess herself, by any means she may 
choose to employ, of the lands in dispute, and 10 txl^iui over them 
her authority and laws. 

Although your committee believe the absolute t i tie to the lands 

fcr controversy is in Georgia, and that she may rightfully possess her- 
self of them when and by what means she pleases, yet (hey would 
not recommend an exercise of that right til! all other means fid!. — 
We are aware that the Cherokee Indian* talk extravagantly of thoir 
devotion to the land of their fathers, and of '.heir attachment lo their 
homes ; and that they have gone very far toward convincing the. 
General Government, that negotiation with ihr-m in view of procur- 
ing their relinquishment of title to the G orcria land? will be " hope- 
less" — Yet we do confidently bejieve, that they have been induced 
to assume this lofty hearing, by the protection and encouragement 
Which has been afforded them by the United Smiles ; and that they 
will speak a totally dilfcrent language if the General Government 
will change its policy toward them, and apprise them o! tho nature 
and extent of the Georgia title to those lands, and what will be the 
probable con?fq<ience of their remaining refractory. 

Your committee would recommend that one ether appeal he msrh; 
to the General Government, with a view to open a nf.goti:i'ion with 
the Cherokee Indians upon this subject-- ^'hat the U;jite' States do 



V^rtvt their commissioners to submit this repqrt to the said Indian.^. 
and (tM- if no f-uch negotiation is opsried, or if it is, and it proves* 
be un-uc'-evjiul, t'-.at then ihe nest >.gs,lature is recommended to 
take into" consideration !ns propriety ^ using the most efficient 
measures for taking possession or, and exeuJing o»r authority and 
Jaifs over the whole of the lands io controversy- Your committee, 
in the true spirit of liberality, and for the- al> ne purpose of avoiding 
any difficulty or misunderstanding >^ih either the General <}■ vern- 
irvn» or the Cherokee IcJiaos, would recommend ;o the peo; le of 
Georgia to accept anv treaty which may be made between the Uni- 
ted Sx-A'f.c and those Indians, securing to this Slate so much of the 
lands in question as may remain after making reserves for a term of 
year?, for life, or even in !ee simple, to the use of particular In- 
dians, not to exceed in the aggregate one sixth par! of the whole' ter- 
ritory —But if all t his will not do ; if the United Spates will nt re- 
jde^m her pledged honor ; and if the Indians will continue to ukq a 
<Jer»r ear to the voice of reason and of friendship, we now solemnly 
warn them of the consequence. The lands in question belong to 
Georgia — she must and she -will hare them. 

Inii icnced by the foregoing considerations, your committee beg 
leave to offer the following resolution-; : 

Resolved, That th. ; Uns-lcd States, in failing to procure the lands 
in controversy •' as early" as the same could be done upon " peace- 
able" and " rea : enable terms," have palpably violated their con- 
tract with Georgia, and are now bound, at ail hazards, and without 
regard to 'erras, to procure said lands tor the use of Georgia. 

Resolved, That the policy which has been pursued by the United 
SkU'S toward the Cher; kee Indians, has not b?eu in good faith to- 
ward Georgia ; and that as fill' fbe difficulties which now exist to an 
t}x*inguishaietit of the Indian IkIp, have resolted alone hom the actB 
and policy of the United Slates, it would be unjust and dishonorable 
ia them to take shelter behind those difficulties. 

Resolved, That ail the lands appropriated arid unappropriated 
which lie within the conventional limits of Georgia, belong io her 
absolutely — that the titie is in her — that the Indians are tenants at 
her will, and that sh* may, at any time she pleases, determine that 
tenancy, by taking possession of the premises — And that Geor- 
gia has the right to extend her authority and laws over her vvhol© 
territory, and to coerce obedience to them from all descriptions 
01 people, be them white, red or black, who may reside within her 
*j raits. 

Resolved, That Georgia er.tertaios for the General Government 
so high a regard, and is so. solicitous to do no act that can disturb, 
c-r te-,id to disturb the public tranquility, that she will not attempt 
t" *n.:W-ce her rights by violence, until all other means of redress

The amendment proposed being adopted, the Report vttfi 
agreed to as engender!, and is as follows : 

The Committee on the State of the Republic, to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the Governor's communication as relates to the 
powers of the General Government, claimed and exercised for the 
purposes of encouraging domestic manufactures, and effecting si' 
svslem of internal improvement, beg leave to make the following 
REPORT: 

The Committee are aware that it is assumed by the Geseral 
Government, as expressed in the decisions of the Federal Court^ 
til at State' Legislatures have no right to complain of its usurpa- 
tions however formidable or fatal. That the General Govern- 
ment is said to be " truly and emphatically a government of the 
people," and therefore entirely out of the reach of representative 
bodies whose sole duty it is to keep within the sphere of their own: 
delegated trust. It would seem that if even such a pretension, 
were admissible, it should be considered no great breach of de- : 
corum, for a sovereign state through its highest known authority 
to approach a government it had contributed to establish, withst 
subject of complaint, especially when it is perceived that raucli 
inferior bodies are patiently listened to, and listened to with effect 
While manufacturing companies and self-created delegates, pre- 
tending to represent whole States, assemble for the purpose of dir 
recting the Congress what measures they must adopt, surely the 
Legislature of a State without much violence (o any known rulq 
of modesty, may respectfully offer a counter remonstrance te such 
a growing temper of dictation. But it is not in this humble man- 
ner that your committee would recommend the Legislature ta| 
prefer their just complaints to the General Government. Thef 
claim it as a right to remonstrate with that Government on alf, 
measures which they may conceive violative of the fundamental 
principles of its institution. They affirm that those who create 
a delegated goverment have lawfully the power to restrain it with?." 
m us proper bounds, and maintain the doctrine averted by Luther; ■( 
Martin, in bh address to „ ie Legislature of Maryland, at the.* 
tune of the adoption of the Federal Constitution, that "the pro-' 
FW ■constituents of the Genera! Government are the Slates, W 



he, States are to that Government what the people are to thte 
States, that this is entirely within the spirit and intention of the 
federal Union." 

In support of this, ft s well as other principles which will here- 
ifter be presented in this report, the committee will frankly own 
they can offer nothing new to the Legislature, for it is a subject 
that has been so much discussed', all must be familiar with its de- 
tails, nevertheless, with the above acknowledgment, to embody 
souse of th^ leading objections to the course pursued against the 
rights of the States, will not, it is. hoped, be considered improper*. 
The peop*le cannot Ire too well enlightened on this subject. 

First, then — The Committee contend that the States, through 
their Legislatures, have a, right to complain of, and redress if they 
can, all usurpations of the General Government., They main- 
tain "that the terms of he grant, in the Federal Constitution, 
iid not convey sovereign power generally, but sovereign power 
'united to particular cases, and with restrictive means for executing 
>ucli powers ;" and further, that the powers " were delegated not 
>y the people of the United States at large, but by the people of 
"he respective States, and that therefore, it was a compact between 
he different Slates" Composed as the States were at the close 
>f the revolution, being independent then of each other as they 
tere previous to that events and in the exclusive possession of self* 
government, it will be readily admitted there could be but two 
vays to form the General Govermnentj either by. "compounding 
he American, people .into One. common k mass," giving up their 
state governments, and suffering the majority to govern ; or, by 
:ontiuuing their State governments, and delegating a pa'rt of their 
lower to the General Government, for the protection of the 
vhole. Under one or the other of these methods has the Geneiv 
il Gpvernment come into existence. Now, no one will pretend 
a say, that it was. under the first named method i the power was 
lot delegated by the people, composing one great consolidated 
immunity, but by the people of each State, uncoifnected with/ 
pi independent of, the people of the other States, in their corpa* 
lite capacity. . ; 

It the history of this transaction is attended to, every one tnust 
5e convinced that, from first to last, it was a procedure of the 
states, and not of the people composing one-great political so- 
ciety. They were Separate and distinct before the revolution J 
fey confederated as States, for the purpose of more effectually- 
Inducting them through that struggle— the}' remained iridepen- 
l^nt, and were so acknowledged, with fill their rights, territorial 
i)d municipal, at the close of it. ,By States the proposition wa? 
(lade to enlarge the powers of the Confederation. The State$ 
'ppoint delegates for that purpose ; they assemble, make and 
flbmit to .the States a Constitution, expressly declaring that whefl 
hesrunp j« ra'^ed by nine out of the thirteen Slates, the sarsr

aha' 1 be binding. an* 3 ! the States are still found exercising mde* y - 
f>-i;-.ent aud sintreiaa control over their ungranted powers. Nowj 
it'rb'i assent oi' a r,iniorifyo( all l\ie people of the United Statei 
was necessary to ratify this instrument, was it not as easy to have 
so declared, as to say that nine out of thirteen States shorild effecf 
that object'? Would it not have been more intelligible, and- have 
belter answered .he purpose, if such was intended, than the mode 
adopted? But that 'this was not intended was obvious, from the 
fact, that according to the plan pointed out for the ratification of 
the Constitution, more than two thirds of the States might have 
received the instrument, and yet a majority of the whole people 
would have rejected it. For instance, at the first census in 1790, 
Massachusetts, New-York, Pennsylvania, and Virginia had 56 
members out of 105 in Congress ; at the second census in 1800, 
they had 74 out of 141, and in 1810, they had exactly one half 
of twenty-three States. Now every one must perceive, if these' 
four States had alone vot"d agaim,t the Constitution in- opposi- 
tion to ad the rest, the instrument would nevertheless have beei 
adopted, and clearly adopted against a majority of the ivholepeo- 
ple of the United States'. 

The absurdity of this result, to-wit, to have a government 
founded upon the will of a minority, is so extravagant as to refute 
altogether the idea that the Federal Government is' " truly aud 
emphatically a government of the people." But it is contended 
that the Constitution was ratified by the States assembled in con* 
ve.rJ.oii, and that therefore the people of each State adopted it— 
Thi; is granted; and in what other way could it have been rati- 
fied ? — This is the only way that the sovereignty of the State could; 
ac!. It was the sovereign consent of the State that was asked— 
this tou'.i not haue be n expressed by any one branch of thegov- 
ernment of the State, for the sovereignty does not lie in any one 
branch alone — But after the people of each State had, in their 
sovereign capacity, delegated a portion of their sovereign power 
to the General Government, and that Government received it as' 
a TitifST, every one must perceive, that as the people of each' 
Slate cannot alwajs remain in convention, for the purpose of, 
taking care of their reserved, and guarding the exercise of grant- 
ed powers; and as they have in their State Constitution granted" 
the residue of the power not previously conferred upon the Gen- 
eral Government to their own Legislature, except such as are' 
specially given to the Executive and Judicial branches' of the Go*' 
vernment, m no manner partaking of a representative nature, if 
follows- that the care of this trust*, as well as every other interest 
of the people of each State not granted to the co-ordinate branches 
o* the Slate Government belongs to their Legislature. To make 
;„ ,t. n c J. ear, .V understood : Ail pow, r is in" the people— ThftjT 
f <mhgedto exercise it by representatives— Tliev pratit a por-' 
*on oi u to the General Governiaent-The residue is distributed. 
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among their own Legislative, Executive, and Judicial branched 
«(f Government — The watching and superintending of the power 
'granted to the General Government so as to keep it within its 
proper limits, must remain somewhere -The people act alone by 
itheir State authorities; this right is not with the Executive or Ju- 
dicial authorities of the State ; the conclusion is irresistible, that 
iheir representatiues in General Assembly met, have the right to 
protect the States from the usurpations of the General Govern- 
ment, and to remonstrate against any act that shall encroach upon 
the powers reserved by the people and granted to their own Gov- 
Drnment— Under this firm conviction, the committee claim for the 
■Legislature the right to protest, and earnestly remonstrate against 
the exercise, on the part of the General Government, of any un- 
due powers, and especially, a power assumed by them to encour- 
age domestic manufactures, and to effect a system of internal im-» 
provement within the States. We know that all complaints are 
listened to with jealousy and sometimes with contempt, and un- 
fortunately, this State has had stronger evidence of this, than the 
general truth of the remark. Bat we likewise know, and if it 
were necessary, we could produce more instances of the fact than 
is furnished by the American Revolution, that a long course of 
abuse, encroachment and oppression, followed up after repeated 
warnings and respectful expostulations, have terminated in a con- 
vulsion fatal to the affections which generally bind together either 
men or nations. We do most solemnly deprecate such an issue 
of the attachment which we bear to the General Government, and 
if that Government entertains a faithful recollection of all history 
•n this subject, and is not borne away by the pride of superior* 
power and, strength, which usually closes the ear to just remon- 
strance, there is yet nc danger of such a result. But if reckless 
pf the fact, that the only true cement of the Union, is a generous 
and high-minded affection of its members for each other, and that 
no sordid motives of .speculation or selfish desire to prosper upon 
&ach other's injuries or misfortunes has brought them together, it 
must be obvious to every understanding, that an uncompromising 
course of self-willed legislatation upon subjects so long and so 
alien objected to, must inevitably end in the worst of conse- 
quences. 

If the subjects of Domestic Manufactures and Internal Im- 
provement depended upon the question of expediency, we should 
have nothing to say, for that is a matter purely within the power 
pf Congress; and, although we should greatly deplore the adop- 
tion and continued prosecution of a policy obviously grinding 
iown the resources of one class of the States, to build up and 
advance the prosperity of another of the same confederac}', yet 
it would be ours to submit under-the terms of our compact. All 
argument is vain against interest supported by power. But we 
io most solemnly believe, that such policy is contrary to the let- 
ter and soirit of rhe Federal Constitution. 
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AH must agree, that, the best method of ascertaining: the inten- 
ion of the framers of the Constitution, wherever the power U 
loubifuh is first to go to the letter of the power, and then to th? 
itstory of its origin as contained in the journal of the Convention. 
This is the method* we propose to pursue in relation to the tvv<?> 
ubjects just above expressed. 

When we ask for the Utter of the above powers in the Consti- 
ution, there is a diversity of opinion on the subject, and we ar? 
jointed to various passages in that instrument, by various adyo- 
:ates of the General Government's right, not uniformly agreeing 
inong themselves on the different clauses conferring this right — 
^ow this uncertainty of itself ought to create great doubt, and in 
ill free government, doubt and forbearance in relation to the ex- 
sreise of power, ought to be synonimous. But most persons re- 
er to that particular clause of the Constitution, which gives to 
Uongress the power to regulate Commerce with Foreign Nation, 
itiLi among the State's. 

rSejjbre we examine this point with reference to. its particular 
fmpbrt, it will be proper to lay down some general principles 
which 'im v de the establishment of the, Federal Government^ at all 
necessary. If the intelligence and moral character of the. Slates 
were altogether sufficient for their own internal police, (and that 
it has been, stands fortified by the most ample experience) where- 
fore the necessity of a General Government I Every body per- 
peives that the lafws which would do for the municipal regulation 
and internal affairs of Massachusetts Would hat do for Georgia; 
and therefore a Government to legislate for both, in those parti- 
culars, would be absurd and ridiculous. What then was it that 
made these two States vnite in what is called a General Govern- 
ment . ? Does any one believe it was that both Steves should legis- 
late for the particular, interest of one, and flgains,t the particular 
interest of the other? Or to come more to the point, thai both 
should legislate for the promotion of the manufrctures of the one, 
and directly against the agriculture of the other ! No one can 
believe this, unless he is prepared to say that the weaker Stale 
^as utterly destitute of all sense of self-preservation, The ex- 
clusive inducement and sole motive then to the union was, first 
"commerce, and secondly, the common defence." Everyone 
xn.ust at once perceive, who has any knowledge of the history of 
the times, that at the close of the Revolution, the Stales were 'left 
m the most ruinous condition, as. to their public debt and credit-— 
that to commerce, every State looked as the only efficient source 
fo relieve them from their burthens; and a- each Slate had ex- 
clusively u, e right to regulate its own trade, the utmost perplexity 
and confusion must have resulted from, the g ; eat diversity of in- 
terest winch existed among them. Commerce ton j s the fruitful 
source ot war. To reflate then, a matter so essentia! to the 
welfare and peace of thv Sta-s considered as nci-hbo,, <,■!■,<> 
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Otl just come out from a most disastrous conflict, the common 
langers and sufferings of which had greatly endeared them to 
ach other, and to defend this interest from interna] and oxter- 
lal aggression, was the irnc and only ground of the Confedi'ra- 
io n — Or, in the language of an able writer, all that was desired, 
' was a federal hhad 10 regulate Commerce, and a Federal 
irm to protect us." To secure these objects, all the powers grant 
id in tho Constitution, are entirely referable. It is a General 
Sovernment, and therefore the powers are general. The States 
lever intended to give up one particle of power that related to 
heir internal police > a'l the powers of the General Government 
tre national , that is to say, they are suited to the whole, confide- 
ahon as one nation; they are not to operate partially so as to 
fleet one State -and not another. All the powers granted by the 
General Government, with the exception of taxation, ti'e States 
^annot legislate upon, so that when it is necessary to ascertain the 
Dwers which belong to each, it is alone tested by this principle— r 
u'the Oen-ral Government can legislate upon it, the Slates can* 
'■'it, Hid vice versa. The two Governments do not possess con.~ 
Hrrent powes of legislation on the same subjects. The Federal 
"ourt has declared that '-it is the genius aid character of the 
i'ho'e Government, that its ardon is to be applied to all the er- 
rnal and internal concerns ivkich affect the States generally and: 
'■juallt/; but not to. those n-hi.-.h are completely within a particular 
'.■■tale, which do net aff.ri ot.'ier Mates, and with which it is not 
ice.i'snrv tr> interfere for the purpose of executing some of the ge.- 
zriil powers of the. (rov^rnnient.^ 

i With these general reilecikms, let us proceed to consider 'he 
ight.ot the General, Government to encourage Domestic Marm* 
jctures, under the right to regulate Commerce. It is readiiy 
"mceded, that any law regulating Commerce for its sole advan- 
ige, rr tor the put poses a'C revenue which shall incidentally pro- 
Wte the interest of Manufactures, will be perfectly rcconrileah'e 
,ith the power to regulate Commerce; but the moment it !o ; es 
ght of either of those objects, then it is a departure from the 
wit and true intent of the Constitution; and a breach in that 
Pgard,accprding to all interpretation of law, is not less Ulcrral, 
»n a violation of the most express provision in the ir.strumer.j, 
•cqmmerce was one of the prime :auses of the trxievr; n it 
'as the source to v.hich each State looked for its prosperity, it 
•rely was the intent and interest of the whole to have it so regu- 
^ by the General Government, as to be productive, of the 
reatest possible advantage to the confederation. In, giving up 
"eir great source of wealth to the Union, no one can believe it 
as for any other object than to be encouraged, fostered, and 
■otnoted by all the means which the united energies of all the 
fates could exert. In the power to regulate Commerce, no o.e 
>t|ld possibly cQncetye-thei-e was contained a lurking pni;up.e 
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to destrov it; yet every one must admit, that the direct tendcnc| 
of encouraging manufactures, is to produce that effect. And ij 
proof of this assertion, commercial men, commercial cities, fron 
one end of the Union to the other, raise their hands and voice 
in the most earnest opposition to this singular method of regu 
lating commerce by promoting manufactures. 

But there is another view of this question which is worthy o 
peculiar notice. It is a principle which no one will deny, tha 
what is directly forbidden, cannot be indirectly effected. Not 
the Federal Constitution, in granting the power to regulat 
commerce, was so fearful that the regulation might be made t 
operate partially upon the States, to the benefit of some and injti 
ry of others, that it declared " no tax or duty shall be laid a 
articles exported from any State,. No preference shall be givei 
by any regulation of commerce or revenue to the ports ot on 
State over those of another." If then no regulation of com 
merce or revenue could directly be made to act unequally upci 
the States, bow happens it that a regulation concerning manu 
factures. bottomed upon the power to regulate commerce, ca 
lawfully have that effect. In other wonls, if a law compelling 
Georgia to pay duties to Massachusetts for the protection of he 
conferee would be unconstitutional, how does it happen that: 
precisely similar law to protect manufactures, derived from th 
right to regulate commerce, is not equally so ?. 

In carefully consulting the journal of the Convention, not! 
ing appears on the subject of manufactures, until the 1 8t.h ( 
August — On that day this power was proposed to be given,, tt 
wit: " to establish public institution?, rewards and immunitif 
for the promotion of Agriculture, Commerce and Manufactures. 
On the 20th of the same month, another proposition " to assi 
the President in conducting the public affairs, there. shall be 
council of State of the following officers : among others, th 
Secretary of Domestic Affairs, who shall be appointed by til 
President, and hold his offk-e dur- no; pleasure. It -hull be h 
duty to attend to niat'.ers. of general police, die state of agr 
culture, and "manufactures, ikc^opming of roads and navigatioi 
and the facilitating communications through the United Statu 
And he shall, from time to time, recommend such measures at 
establishments as may tend to promote- those objects " These pri 
positions were referred to what was called the committee of d 
tail ; and afterwards on the 31st of August, was referred, togetf 
er with sosie other reports which this same committee had .pa' 
tially made, to a grand commhtpe composed of one niemb 3 



trom each State. On the 5th of September this committee r' 
ported, among other things, the following proposition, which; 
now found landing ir. the Constitution, to-wit- "To promo 1 
t|v: progress oi scietck and the useful abts, bv securing, f 
-united times, to antnors and inventors, the exclusive right 



itieir respective'writtngs and discoveries " This clause then is air 
that could be produced from the unequivocal propositions to grant 
the power to the General Government, of encouraging manu- 
factures — And what is it? The right to promote science and 
the useful arts. Under the first, no one will contend that the 
power to protect manufactures will result. It must be then un- 
der the last. And there, is no doubt, under the expression of 
Useful arts, as distinguished from the term fine arts, both agricul- 
' culture and manufactures would properly fall. 
:■ All persons will agree that no arts can be more useful than ag- 
riculture and manufactures. Every one must at the first glance 
perceive that, if the clause had have stopped at the word " use- 
ful arts" the power to promote manufactures would have beea 
full and complete beyond all cavil. But does it stop there? Is 
it a general or limited power? And if a limited power, how is 
jt limited ? Let common candor answer the question, liot by pro- 
tecting duties, not by imposts' on foreign exports, notby premiums 
iM bounties, but " by securing, for limited times, to authors and 
inventors, the exclusive right to their, respective writings (in sci- 
kitct) h discoveries (in the useful arts.) Now, says an able ad* 
vocate of State righis, " If a power to promote a specific object, by 
a prescribed mode, does not exclude the power to promote it by a 
different or other mode, then there is no truth in a universal 
ataxim (in law and logicVthat "the expression of one thing is 
the exclusion of another." The restrictive words upon the 
power to promote the useful arts, must have meant something; 
ind is auy one so uncaadid as not to own that it was merely 
to «' secure to ingenious men patents for their inventions." — ' 
Writings and inventions would alike benefit all the States, being 
general they would have an equal and impartial operation over 
tiie whole Union— Not so by encouraging the fabrkks that re- 
sulted from these inventions ; for some States might possess 
greater means both moral and physical to produce them. The 
inventor of the plough might be rewarded, but no one will con- 
tend that it should entitle the ploughman to an exclusive privi- 
lege over the weaver — Nor would a patent fir the steam how, 
authorise a peculiar indulgence to its cloth over the hard earned 
Iread of the planter. These being all local and partial opera- 
tions, would subject the Stales, if submitted to the legislation 
of the general government, to the most unequal efiects, and 
Wholly subversive of that principle which we have already men- 
tioned, that the " action of the general government is to be ap- 
plied to all the external and internal concerns which nfiect the 
States generally and equally ; but not to those winch, are com- 
pletelv within a particular State/' Manufactures baa been pro- 
posed in the "Convention, and so had the sciences, and all that 
Could be possibly obtained for them was the provis.on we have 
jftt explained. Every one must believe if more Uau been ir- 



tended, more could have been given ; for never was a subject si 
entirely before a deliberative hotly, than was tiiat of manufac- 
ture before the Federal Convention. 

But there is another section of the Constitutor), which vvliea 
taken in connection with the history of its adoption, places this 
question beyond all doubt, and for the exposition oi winch, the 
committee are indebted to an able southern nrher on the subject 
oi' "VJera! Foyers, It is die following : "No State shall, with- 
out the consent of Congress, lay any Imposts or ilu^es on im- 
ports or exports, except what may be :;!.>.:. .duteiy necessary for 
.camming its inspection laws ; and the r.cO. produce of all du- 
ties and imposts laid by any btate, on imports or exports. 
Shall be for the dse of the Treasury of ib; 1. anted States, 
ami sill such laws shall be subject to the revisum aod control of 
the Congress." Those ;vho will consult the ^rmdure. of this 
clause, in the jourmds < f the Convention, will imd that perhaps 
none other »vas more disputed ; and tiutt a very dntcrtmt object 
Was intended, from that of levying ;i truTmtr dhi'.y to execute \n- 
speetion laws. What was that object ? It cannot be discovered 
from the clause itself; and perhaps umie in the constitution has 
been so often read without a knowledge of its true intent and 
meaning. To grant the Strte the privilege of imposing dude? 
beyond what is necessary for inspection laws, merely to go int« 
the National Treasury, seems to be perfeeLy idle. Vv'hat benefit 
is it to be to the States ? Some. was certainly intended, and for- 
tunately, there is at hand a k-y to tins mystery. It was to ena- 
ble the States, within themselves, it they desired it, to protecj 
their own manufactures, by the imposition of export duties oh 
the raw materials, or imposts upon foreign fabrics. Without this 
construction, every body must at once perceive that the clause is 
, useless and ridiculous, and is the only feature of the Constitu- 
tion without meaning or manye. ithu, haopliy for the interest of 
the agricultural States, we have a cotemporaneous and complete 
explanation of the object and intention of this clause. 

Mr. Leather Martin, a Delegate of the Convention from the 
Spue of Maryland, in 'giving to his Smte an exposition of the 
C tmstitiitiofi on this particular cI-aUm-, Ltdlgnautly remarks— 
<■ Eve; )• State is also prohibited from laying any imposts or du- 
ties on imports and exports, without the permission of the Gener- 
al Government, It wui? urged by us, that there might be cases, 
;n which it would be proper, for (he purpose of encouraging 
manufactures, to lay duties, to prohibit the exportation" of raw 
materials ; and even hi addition to the duties laid by Congress, 
6n imports for the seke of revenue, to lay a duty, to. discourage 
the importation of particular articles into a Stale, or to enable 
the manufacturer Acre,, to supply us on as goal ferns -as they 
.could be obtained from a foreign mark p,t. Bat the most that 
cuitld Be obtained was, that this' power might he exercised by the 
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Sthtes, with, and only with the consent of Congress, and subject 
oits control ; and so anxious were they to seize on every shilling 
f our money for the general government, that they insisted even 
tie little revenue that might thus arise, should not be appropria- 
•Bd'to the use of the respective States where it was collected, 
at should be paid into the Treasury of the United States, and 
ccordingly it was so determined." Besides fully accounting 
)r the clause' in question, what are the rational inferences from 
je foregoing quotation. In the first place, we see that the 
owerof Congress itself to lay duties on imports was for " the 
■tke of revenue" alone. In the next place, aside from the fact, 
iat the subject of manufactures had been before the convention 
nd settled to be promoted only by patent ; if there had been any 
ower reserved to the General Government to encourage that ob»- 
; ict, Mr. Martin would not have asked for that right to the 
jtates, seeuig that the only manner in which it could be done 
as forestalled by the Constitution, in confenivig upon Congress 
e exclusive right to impose duties on imports. The States be- 
g engaged in different pursuits, all subject to clashing inter- 
its, a general power could not be given to the Federal Govern- 
ment to regulate such a local concern — Accordingly it was pla- 
ed as it should be, at the discretion of each State, who might 
rotectits own manufactures, if it should choose to do so, with- 
ut calling upon its sister States to bear the burthen. Adopting 
ie ideas of a profound writer on this subject, surely a State does 
Qt wish greater advantages by the Union, than would be enjoy- 
d by her confederates f Surely she does not desire more, at the 
spense of her sister States, than she would possess if she re- 
Sained free and independent — Surely, if sovereign and independ- 
ent of the whole world she would not lay duties to encourage 
rer own domestic manufactures, because it would oppress her 
ommerce and agriculture ; she will not wish their prosperity at 
he sacrifice of the very same interests of her neighbors ? If 
here is any State that desires her manufactures to be promoted, 
I'Hy does she not avail herself of the express provision intended 
or that purpose ? Is it because it will injure her other great 
oricerns ? And have other States no interests to affect? . If a 
State has the power by the Constitution, to do exactly what she 
(light do if alone, and it is her interest to do so, why does she 
iot proceed to encourage her manufactures by the appointed 
beans ? No — the fact is, such a State wants the profit without 
he burthen of such a measure; and as long as she can tax her 
associates to answer her purpose, her own community will never 
>e made to bear aiiy of the sufferings of such an unequal sys* 
etri. If other States are obliged to pay the cost, or even divide 
'with the Stale seeking to establish her manufacturing institu- 
Sns; if their exports and imports are to contribute ta the wel- 
""e of northern money-making projects, aud to advauce tke

' With regard to the question cf lnier.;al Improvement, indepejj 
dent of the fact, that there is not a soliury expression to be fotiff 
in the Constitution, in the remotest degree connected with tbj 
subject, we have already shewn that on the lS'.'i and 20^ 
August, a distinct and Cull proposition to grant that power wa 
rejected bv,the Convention; and the Comniittee would here o'i 
serve that many of t!ie remarks which they have made on t| 
subject of manufactures, will be strictly applicable to this brauj 
of the subject. But in addition to what has been submitted,,! 
have to state, that the following facts are to he found on In 
journal of the Convention, to-wit : On the 18th of August it wq 
specially proposed to vest in Congress the power " to grant chti 
ters of incorporation, in cases where the public good may M 
quire them, and the authority of a single State may be iucoai 
petent.

But this is not all — On the 14th of September, onj 
three days before the final passage of the Constitution, some stj 
anxious to enlarge the powers of the General Government, afy 
die instrument was presented for the adoption of the Couventidi 
proposed S( to grant letters of incorporation for canals" U 
which, was rejected. > ,. 

The Committee are aware that the subject is far from beio, 
exhausted, hut time would fail them to present all the objection 
*vhich could be justly preferred against the course of the genefi 
government. Less could not be said, for the subject is of sue 
growing magnitude, and is producing sensations of such just ir 
quietude among the people of the South, that they ought to b 
in me thoroughly acquainted with all its bearings, and ceftaifil 



sm never be too often admonished to be prepared for the won 
' tn-s. The Committee are filly sensible that every degree ( 
loderatian is due to the question, upon which the v have foun'de 
toe present serious complaint; but they owtfit to 'mth and sin 
ferny to say, that it is their decided opinion an increase of TV 
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ties will and ought to be RESISTED by all legal and con- 
tutional means so as to avert tiie crying" injr^tice' ol' such au 
[constitutional ,measnre. 

They are constrained too to say, that ihis State ought to ov- 
se in every possible shape, the "xercise, of the power, ou i'he 
rt of the Genera] GoverNmem, to encourage Domestic Manu-r 
:tures, or to promote Internal Improvement. They "will not 
etend, at- present, to recommend the mode of opposition ; but 
»y will recommend the peaceable course of remonstrating wUh 
ingress on the subject, and of asking of that body to pa.ise 
fore it proceeds any further in measures that must inevitably 
Stroy tiie affectimi of some of the States for the General Gov- 
Iment. It will detract ••" hhig from the firmness or wisdom of 
3 Congress, "to listtn to ih.. v ire of State Legislatures while it 
considering the memorials of manufacturing companies. 
If to the r.);i<r- ; not of ri^k\ there should be idle lth jeal- 
sy of partiality, it must be obvious to ail that ■' :>:;e will bean 
ireased account of unmerited 3ggra.vation. How long a peo- 
: shall be permitted to contpiain, of how much they can be 
:de to suffer, has always been matter of dangerous experiment 
doubtful calculation ; and knowledge acquired under either 
je, has never been without its certain and severe regrets. In 
iclusion, your Committee recommend the following resolu- 
i:

•of the Republic, to whom was referred the resolution of the senates 
instructing an enquiry into the right and propriety of the Congress 
of the United States' appropriating money from the public treasure

That, assuming as a fact well known to this Legislature, tbi*t ft

government advanced from infancy into the full vigor of life, attemf;, 
would be made to era?p, by construction, b^se powers which h, ; , 
not been expressly granted by the convention ; but the great ms*) 
of the people believed, that the terms of the grant were too well d,, 
fined to admit of construction ; and that if there was a serious o^ 
jection to the constitution, it existed the rather in leaving the Fe^ 
ernl Government too weak and defenceless, to resist the encroac^' 
ments of -he Slates— against this ni!ee:ec5 error of the great mPjOri^, 
a f<nv vo-.evs were h.pr.rc! warning the. people of that error • tn<vi'

ed or forgotten, and it is only now, when time baa made thempro/j&r- 
-cici, and those prophecies are in the act of fulfilment, that the wis- 
dom and foresight of those great men who gave them utterance, hav.«» 
been generally acknowledged in the Southern S a*,es ; it was or, hi 
when, in a recent difference between the Federal Government am*' 
the State of Georgia, the Chief Magistrate of that government, em- 
boldened by the silent acquiescence of the Sates in its gradual en* 
«roachments, had declared his right, and the right of Congress, U> 
Settle that difference by the sword of the Union ; it was only when 
the then Chief Magistrate of -his State, guided and actuated by the 
purest andtno't devoted feelings of affection for that Union, and by 
bis right and just sense of hie high responsibilities;, threw himself 
.fearlessly upon the ramparts of the Constitution, there to sacrifice, 
himself in its defence ; it ivas only when the States to the East, the 
North and the West stood by this scene in silence, forgetful of their 
own deep interest in that contest, or, if a voice was raised, that voice, 
was an approval of the threatened violation of rights, common to 
rtewi and to us ; it was only -when those States seemed to have for- 
gotten that part of the compact, by which all the Slates became mu- 
tual guarantees of the rights reserved to each ; it via$x>nly then that 
the people of the South were aroused from their fatal lethargy ; and 
H is only now that they begin deeply to feel, that the preservation ef 
their happiness and prosperity depends upon the preservation of 
that Constitution, as it came from the hands of its makers — &u& feel- 
ingly to know, that this can only be effected by union among them- 
selves, and by zfirrn, determined, and manly resistance to any at^ 
tempts to merge these free and sovereign States into one grand, un- 
limited, consolidated government. 

It was from these views and these convictions, that your commit- 
tee have deemed it their .duty to give to the subject submitted, the 
most grave and serious investigation ; and although in the discharge 
of this duty, they can hope to present but little which is new, yet 
they hope they will have effected the object of their appointment, 
if they succeed in compressing within a narrow compass the opin- 
ions and arguments of others, which they believe to be irrefra- 
gable. 

The Federal compact was a compact made between independent 
sovereignties, for the general benefit and welfare of the whole, by 
which each, to effect that object, relinquished to a common head, 
portions, ^nd like portions, of its sovereign power, reserving to it- 
self the exclusive enjoyment of the residue ; and by which, all be- 
came mutual guarantees to each, of the absolute and exclusive enjoy 
ment of that residue : — It was an association of independent and ab- 
solute sovereignties, all believing, that by the concession of certain 
of their powers, whr.b could not be fully and separately exercised 
by each, without interfering and clashing with the exercise of the 
same powers by others, those powers so conceded could be exer- 
cised most beneficially and efficiently for all— Such were the pow. 
uers, and the only powers relinquished, or intended to be relinquish- 
ed by the States ; and all the powers which couM be exercised. by 
each, in a way sufficiently beneficial, and without clashing or inter- 
fering with the exercise of the asms powers by the ethers, rere in-. 



ieno'ed to be retaJaed, and" awe retained, by the State? in their sepa 
rue capacities. I!' this was the irue intent and meaning of the par- 
tier in framing and executing that compact. (and your committee can 
not doubt that it was,) then it iiresistiblv follows, that Congress can- 
nor, by implication, derive from that compact, power io do any ac) 
which can interfere with 'the ju?t and full exercise, by the Slates, o: 
powers which each can within itself exercise, in a way suifiicientij 
!>ff<!;ficial to itself, without clashing or interfering with the full exer- 
cise of (he same powers by any other State within itself • such are 
be powers of each State to make roads and canals, and regulate its 
rlave population, within its own limits : whenever, therefore, i| 
hall become a question, whether a particular power is vested in the 
jdneral Government, such question caa always be determined by 
•efet eoce to this test. 

Fat jt js not the intention of your committee to enter into the dis- 
:a«sion on the present occasion, of what tire the powers granted; or 
'.'hat retained by the States ; or whether the Ft deral G ivescnisnt 
tossesses other powers than those espressly defined in the Consti- 
ufion, for they deem si;,ch discission, in its in'! extent, wholly unne- 
essary to a correct decision on the b: auiry submitted to tKem. The 
|uestioa is, has Congress power to appropriate money out of the 
oromou fnnd, to aid the Colonization Society, or for objects, to at- 
■sin which, that Society was established 1 The most strenuous ad-. 
ocatcis of the rights and powers of the Federal Government hare 
ever ventured to contend that it is other than a government oflim- 
ted sovereignty : they have contented themselves with insisting ore- 
/, that in addition to the powers expressly granted, it possesses all 
owers necessary for carrying into full effect those given powers ; 
nd in a iew instances, apparently trifling in themselves, but of im- 
lense magnitude when taken as precedents, (finding that these sour- 
ce of power have failed to sustain them.) they have sought, for shel- 
;r uader the flimsy covering of the words in the 8th section, l"t ar- 
cle, " provide for the common defence and general welfare , of the 
fcited States"— such is the case now under consideration. No one 
en have the hardihood to contend, that there i? a word in the Con- 
lituhon which expressly gives to Congress the power to make' the 
Impropriation in question ; or that the exercise of such power is ne- 
e?«nry for the full and effectual exercise of any power expressly 
ranted ; nor is (here in that Constitution, any other clause than the 
?ction above referred to, which, by any construction, could be 
rained into a grant of such power. On these words then, are the 
'vocates of this appnpriatica compelled to rest the issue of their 
ause, and on the intent and meaning of these words, as applicable 
> that issue, your committee are prepared to join in that issue. 

It will scarcely be contended, that the establishment of an African 
'"• -ony, at the distance of three thousand miles, on a barbarous and 
estwenhal shore ; or ilvA she liberntbm of the slave population of 
ie south, i ? necessary or essential to the common defence; nor do 
'■'"!' committee believe, if those objects were effected, that they 
nuld be hv \W general Kef are of the Union. The establishment 

oi-t;m{ nvl:.-!i!i'j would, by extending o?r relations, mnitiplv the 
'■uses ot foreign wars ; and the esisie-ce of slavery in some'flf the 
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States, c: : nhot, as? your committee onn perceive, influence in attf 
manner the internal prosperity or affairs of the 0:1, r and db-.taiit 
5 ; ales; on the other hand, they believe that the liberation ani 
transportation of tbe slave p'-p.iiunon, even if it could by any possi- 
bility be effected, would impoverish and depopulate (he Southern 
section of our country, while it would diminish the welfare of the 
negroes tbemselvefc. 

Bui it is not the intention of your committee to inquire into the 
expediency ot'the measure, for it has been well and truly said bv one 
Who' has J< i and though' deeply on the subject, that to rest the ex- 
ercise of Ike power in question on its expediency, is to give, up the 
right, and to subject ourselves, a! once, to all the evils and mischiefs 
consequent upon its exercise. Your committee have based the is- 
sue 00 the ground of right ; they deny the power of Congress to 
make s.uch appropriations and they say, that if the question of pow- 
gr is to be determined by construction, and by construction alone 
can it be biaimed, then they say. that it is manifest on the face of the 
Constitution itself, that the convention, intended to prohibit Con- 
gress from 'he exercise of such power. It h«9 been ably argued by 
a- 'jiter in an a dp hi jog State, and, as your committee believe, con- 
fclueivel'/i 'hat the- words u general welfare" above referred to, are 
word--' of limitation, and not of grant of powers ; that they do not 
give Congress a right to appropriate money at its discretion, but 
limit that body to such appropriations as are for (he welfare of the 
whole Uuion. But your committee deem it unnecessary to esamind 
what are the appropriations which Congress car. constitutionally 
itiake under those words, whether they b& words of iirniiation or 
not, but will confine themselves to the question, whether from whet 
provisions of the constitution, th? cl«u-e can in eiihor cafe be relied 
on to prove, that it was the intention of the convention, by the inser« 
tiori of those words, to give the power to Congress to a;uko the ap- 
propriation in question ? 

If your committee are correct in the opinion, that the convention 
meant to atrant to the Federal Government only (hose powers which 
could be folly and efficiently exercised by a single sovereign, and 
which could net ba fully and separately exercised by the States in- 
dividually, without clashing and interfering with each other ; and 
thai all other powers -were reserved to the Siaies respectively ; and 
if this separation and designation of powers was deemed so import- 
ant, that by an amendment of that Constitution, it was declared in 
express terms, that, the powers not delegated to the United States, 
shoiihl be reserved to the States respective'/, or to the people ; tbea 
it follows, tlwt it could never have been the intention of the framers ? 
of that instrument, to grant to the Federal Gov^rn.r.ent any power 
to.--appropri.-;je money in a manner wbich c-«ld interfere with, dis- 
turb, or control the States h their fullest exer.:i-e of the powers rc- 
fcerved to thern. But j»our committee believe, that such argument 00 
general principle?, *mH become unnecessary, to the support of the 
pnsilion which they have b.fcen, if 'hey can produce a clause in the 
Constitution, of reservation by the States, which would he rendered 
ah*nrd and umrsp than useless, provided the convention intended, 



*re«3 the power contended for. Where the meaning and effect of 
every word was carefully weighed and re-weighed, and examined 
before its insertion ; where every word thus carefully inserted, was 
afterwards jealously and severely scrutinized by thirteen assemblies 
of the wisest and best men in their respective States, each vigilantly 
watching ;md guarding their own local interests and circumstances^ 
it can scarcely be believed, that two clauses would be inserted and 
permitted to remain, one of which would operate to defeat, and final- 
ly to. destroy the whole object of the other ; yet such must inevita- 
bly be the result, if the construction insisted upon be correct. 

At the first establishment of the Colonization Society, whatever 
may have been intended or avowed as its object, your committee 
believe that they can say with truth, that the general impression in. 
the Southern States as to that object was, that it was limited to the 
removal beyond the United States of the then 1'ree people of colour 
and their descendants, and none others. Under this impression, it 
at once received the sanction and countenance of many of the hu- 
irfane, the wise, and the patriotic among us. Auxiliary Societies 
were formed in our own State, and the numbers, the influence and 
the resources of the society were daily increased } it is now ascer- 
tained that this impression was false, and its officers and your com- 
mittee believe the society itself now boldly and fearlessly avow, that 
its object is, and ever has been, to remove the whole colored popula- 
tion of the Union to another land ; and to effect this object, so wild* 
fanatical and destructive in itself* they ask, that the general fund, 
to which .the slave-holding States have so largely contributed, should 
fae appropriated for a purpose soespect&lly ruinous to the prosperity* 
importance, aad political strength of the Southern, States. 

That the people of the South, at the time of the adoption of the 
Constitution, considered not only the retention, but the increase of 
the slave population, to be all important to the welfare and interests 
of their Slates, is manifest from a reservation* in that instrument it- 
self, which, it cannot be doubted, was inserted on their express re- 
guisilioh. By the first clause of the ninth section of the first article* 
it is provided, " that the migration or importation of tuch persons as 
any one of thp States now existing shall think proper to admit, shall 
aot be prohibited by the Congress, prior to the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eight." Who were the persons here meant '!— Africans. 
Aud for what purpose were they to be imported, and into wliat 
States ? — They were to be imported to be held in slavery in the 
Southern S:ates. Who then were the parties interested in making 
«nch reservation ? — The people of the South, and they alone.— 
What was the motive of those people in insisting upon the re.se rva» 
xioD of the right to make such importation for twenty \ears ? — Un- 
questionably to increase that species of population.. Why increase 
it ?— Because they believed it to be essential to the improvement; 
welfare nod prosperity of their section of the country ; aud upon. the 
numbers of which, by another provision of the Constitution, the' 
weight of the Southern States in the general council in [art depend-'' 
ed. it such were the motive, and what other could there have been, 
lor the insertion of that reservation, can it be believed that those 
very people meajat, by anothsr clause, to give to Congress the po%- 



er to appropriate money out of the common fund to whi«h the> 
>ereso largely to contribute, for the purpose of again removing 
that very population, the ria;bt to increase which, was so carefully 
^served ; that they insisted upon retaining the right to import 
Africans, merely again, and in part at their own exp-nse, to re- 
export them to the shore from whence they had been brought yet 

tench would be the eSV.ct of the constructive power contended for— 
your committee now ask, if it can- be believed for a moment^ that 
It was the intention of the convention, under those general words 
of the 8th section of the 1st article, to give to Congress a power to 
impropriate tile cimofioa fund to the removal of the slave papula- 
tion of the country ? 

Your committee have done with the argument — it has been pre- 
sented with the sole view of satisfying the people of Georgia, that 
ftejr r?presentatives here assembled, in entering a protest against 
the exercise of such power, are justified in ruch proceeding by the 
Constitution itself ; and not with any hope or expectation of chang- 
ing the settled purpose of those, who from selfishness er fanatacism, 
are urging Congress to the exercise of this power; or who from 
moibitl sensibility, or igooratice of circumstances, or indifference to 
the effect upon us or our coloured population, are using every 
.means io their power to render that people discontented with their 
.present situation ; a situation far preferable as your committee be- 
lieve, in point of ease and comfort, and nearly as independent as 
that of the white laborers of the Northern or Eastern States, or ef 
any nation in Europe. 

Your committee cannot a%mid reprobating the cold blooded sel- 
fishness, or uuthinkingzea! which actuates many of our fellow citi- 
sens in other States, to an interference with our local concerng 
and domestic relations, totally unwarranted either by humanity or 
constitutional right — such interference is becoming every day 
more determined and more alarming ; it commenced with a fev? 
tflTithinking zealots, who formed themselves info abolition societies; 
was seized upon by more cunning and designing men for political 
■purposes ; and is now supported by more than one of the States s 
4s is evident from the amend menu of the Constitution proposed by 
tLegis'itive bodies, and so frequently, and indeed insultingly pre- 
sented for our approbation, fbe result of -such interference, if 
'persevered in, is awful and inevitable. The people of. Georgia 
know and strongly feel the advantages of the Federal Ujiion — as 
Members of that Union they are proud of its greatness — as .children 
barn under that Union, they love it with filial affection — as parties 
*o that Union, they will ever defend it from from foes, internal qr 
external ; but they cannot and will not, even for the preservation 
Of that Union, permit their rights to be assailed— they icill not per- 
mit their property to be rendered worthless—they will not permit 
their wives and their children to be driven as wanderers into strange 
Unds— they will not permit their country to be made waste and 
jJesolate " by those who come amon;; m under tiie cloak of a time- 
servipgand hypocrisies! benevolence." ^uf. how is this increas- 
in? evil to be met and remedied ? Nothing can be hoped from re- 
•ladhstranc— t'kc uidici^L tribunals of the Union cannot reach ifc~» 
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ofurown Legislature can by no enactment prevent it — How then if 
'this eVil to be remedied ? Only by a firm and determined union of 
the people and the Sates of the South* declaring through their Li* 
gislative bodies, in a voice which must be heard, that theyare reltdy 
and willing to make any sacrifice, rather than submit longer to 
such it in u ; interference ; and warning their enemies that they 
are unwittingly prepaiinga mine, which once exploded, will la* our 
much loved country in one common ruin. Your committee hope 
tliat such a calamity is yet far distant, ami -.hat there is still re- 
maining in the Congress of the Union, sufficient discretion, intelli- 
gence, and patriotism to avert it altogether ,• with that hope, they 
deem it unnecessary now to do more than to recommend the adop- 
tion of the following; resolution : 

Resolved by the Senate and II. of Representatives of the State 0/ 
Georgia, in General Assembly met, rimt the Congrtss of the Unit- 
ed States have no constitutional power to appropriate monies (0 
aid the Amctican Colonization Society, or to. objects to effect 
which, that Society was established ; and that this Legislature, 
representing the feelings and will of the peop'e, and the sovereign- 
ty of the Stale cf Georgia, in she noire and in be-half of the Statt 
of Georgia, denying the right, solemnly protests against the exer- 
cise or any attempt to exercise, such unconstitutional power by the 
Congress of the United States. 

And be it further resolved, That copies of the above report and 
resolution, be forwarded to our Senators and Representatives in the 
Congress of the United States, and that our Senators be instructed; 
and our Representatives be requested, whenever circumstances 
may render the same necessary, to piesent the said resolution to 
both Mouses of Congress, as the proi est of the State of Georgia, 
against the right of Cong: ess constitutionally to appropriate monies 
in aid of the American Colonisvition Societv. 

And be it further resolved, That a cony of (he above report and 
resolutions be forwarded to the Governor of each Slave holding 
State of the Union, with a request that the same shall be laid before 
the respective Legislature?, asking their concurrence in such con- 
stitutional mode as to them shall seem best, to prevent the exercise 
of such power by the Congress of the Uniied States. 

The Senate took" up the report of the Joint Committee on the 
State of the Republic, to whom was referred that part of the Go- 
vernor's communicaion and the documents that relate to the pro- 
hdjitK'D. by the General Government of the survey of the Territory 
acquired by the Treaty of the Indian Springs, and the threatening 
o. military force to coerce obedience to Use same, and amended it 
to read hs follows :

r this inconsiderate act of power, even though it had beea legiU"- 
|te. In giving the reasons for this belief, an? other than a plain 
it decided language, consulting alone a proper self respect, is 
semed unadvbable, for it must be to the tamemxs of Former re- 
onstrances that we are indebted for such repeated acts of aggres< 
on. As is remarked by Governor Troup, the controversy with 
e General Government was to ail appearances, happily ter'minat- 
g, at $he close of the last session of the Legislature. But this 
iiiians, under tha guidance efawe'l known sublle influence at 
>me, and emboldened by an equally undue encouragement abroad, 
ive set up the insolent and insulting pretension that they are an 
[dependent people, and have lost no opportunity tri have that 
aim recognised by the General Government and duly respected 
j o«rs. 

On the 12th of January last, while the Surveyors of Georgia, 
i thedischarge of duties assigned them by law, were surveying, 
irthe purpose of disposition, the lands acquired by t'*e treaty ot* 
ie Indian Springs, a number of Indians styling themselves chiefs 
;d head men of tha Creek Na ion, demanded of them in writing, 
to desist from stretching a chain over any of their lands ;" at 
lesaine time wresting iiom fhetu their instruments and threaten- 
i» personal violence- The demand was communicated to the 
resident by their Agent, and " caMir.g upon lira for his interposi- 
an 'to protect them in their rights," a3 secured to them by the 
Veaty of Washington. 

The President, resolving to declare the Treaty of the Indian 

priogs a nullity, and to make the fact more mortifying to Georgia, 

etermined to announce it to the public authorities of the State, 

pon the complaint, and at the sole instigation of the Creek Indi- 

ps, and lest this bold attempt should be misunderstood, for the 

int of that emphatic character which belongs to arbitrary roea- 

res, directed the Secretary of War to say to Governor Troup, 

at he considered the Treaty of Washington as the " supreme 

w of the land, and charged by the Constitution with the execu 

mi of the laws, he should feel himself compelled to employ, if ne- 

$sary, all the means under his control, to maintain the faith of 

eNation by carrying that Treaty into effect." 

Under a step so decisive, there was left to the Governor bqt one 

•Vse, and it becomes matter of earnest coi'gralu!atton In the coun- 

y fiat it was promptly taken, to resist such a;i uawairaulabie as- 

imption. 

It will be readily perceived that the whole difficulty turned upon 
e. validity of these treaties. The measures pursued by Georgia, 
d the rights asserted by her councils, in relation to this ofteu and 
iwh agitated question, placed the Governor exactly in the point, 
here he had to sustain the undivided force of the eonte* : ', or leave 
L the previous policy of tha State subject to the censure ot ill- 
ned weakness, or what is worse, to the just reproach of idie in- 
tuation. 

The clamor which was early vented against the Treaty of the 
Jian Springs, and its negotiators, by tiieTwihins, and not a few 
Agoing white men, called the attention of the Legislature ot 
wrgiato the subject, aud accordingly, after the most dthbcratO 
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fnvcstfgatioe of the charts against its validity, wed ml that body, 1 
unanimously declaring; that "the Treaty contains in itself intrin. 
sic evidence of its own fairness in the liberal and extended provi- 
sions which it contains for the removal, preservation and perpetui- 
ty of the Creek Nation, and that the confidence of the State re- 
mained unimpaired in the honor, uprightness and integrity of the 
Commissioners." 

This solemn avowal made by all parties, seemed in good faith, 
to have imposed upon all parties the most unqualified pledge to 
support this treaty, and the committee cannot but believe, if it had 
been more faithfully observed among ourselves, that it would have 
produced less opposition abroad ; for distracted councils never fail 
to invite the indulgence of selfish power, or provoke the encroach^: 
ments of artful ambition. 

The Indians not content, however, with the provisions of this; 
Treaty, than which none can ever be more advantageous to them ? ' 
called upon the General Government to abrogate it, and without: 
the consent of Georgia, after her rights had absolutely vested.—; 
This has been done, in what is called the Treaty of Washington—! 
an act, which the committee conceive involves between the two. 
governments an obvious question of sovereignty. The committee; 
believe the proper distinction has never been taken between the: 
power to treat and the proper subject matter of Treaty — The first* 
has never been denied, but it is denied that the rights of States canj 
be treated away. This question does not belong to either to de-g 
cide, but is subject alone to adjustment by fair negotiation, and to 
all the assertion of right which either party may choose to maintain;; 
Accordingly in December, 1825, we find the Legislature of Georgia, 
declaring "that lull reliance is and ought to be placed in the trea •„ 
ty lately concluded between the United States for the use of Georjj 
gia and the Creek Nation of Indian.*, at the Indian Springs. Thai;, 
the title of the Territory obtained by said Treaty within the limit! ls 
of Georgia is considered as an absolute, vested, interest, and tha' a 
nothing short of the whole territory, thus acquired, will be satisfy,. 
tory, and that the right of entry immediately upon the expiration 0;, 
the time limited in the treaty be insisted on and accordingly carj,, 
ried into effect." 

This deci tration, so unequivocal in its character, and cominj 
from a sovereign State, who conceived something at least due to thei 
grievances, though denied to their rights, was totally disregarded 
and instead of opening the way to an adjustment of its difference 
with the General Government by friendly negotiation, seehis t 
have increased the spirit of opposition on the part of that Govern 
inent, and what was refused to us was promptly accorded to tt» 
Indians. Tney were met and tieated as an independent natibi 
and in the January following, they obtiined a re-cession of p»i 
of that very land, in which, but the month before, the highest au 
thority of Georgia declared they held i; an absolute vested interest 

Unwilling yet to increase or continue the causes of controverc 
with the Genenii Government, the Legislature of Georgia at thei 
Ja.3t session, in ih^i most respectful manner remonstraied again* 
the camse which had been pursued, invoked that Government t 
^viewits assures, and earnestly entreated it tc forbear the esei 



tise of powers against which Georgia had so repeatedly protested ; 
at the same time asserting " that "Georgia owned exclusively the 
bcmI and ju nsdictioh of all the territory within her present charter- 
ed and conventional limits," and that " the attempted abrogaiuui 
to the treaty of the Indian Spring, by the treaty of Washine:^'. 
in so far' as it divested the State of Georgia of any rHit acouifcd 
under the former, is illegal and unconstitutional." 3 l 

This remonstrance, instead of inducing; the President to nause,- 
and of inspiring a proper sense of respect for the earnest expostula- 
tions of the State, seemed to have no other effect than to adf! fiesh 
impulse to an hostility that had already gone bsyood the limits of 
either prudence or justice. And that nothing should be wanting 
ta place the course of the general government clearly without the 
range of doubt or mistake, the President communicated to Con- 
gress On the 5th of February last, <• that the act of the Legislature 
of Georgia under the construction given to it by the Governor of 
that State, and the surveys made or attempted to be made by this 
authority beyond the boundary secured by the treaty of Washing- 
ton to the Creek Indians, are in direct violation of the Supreme 
Law of the land"— -and thi3 unqualified opinion, unaided by the 
Weight or authority of any ^ether branch of the government, either 
legislative or judicial, was thundered forth in the selfsame mes- 
sage that declared the singular fact, that the question was about to 
be submitted to the tribunals of Justice. Bat ;is if impatient of the- 
result which might possibly flow from sober councils ami the wont- 
ed discretion of legal enquiry, a light in which the subject had not 
often been considered, and at the same time to overawe all dispas- 
sionate investigation of an opinion so bold in its character and seem- 
ingly so determined in its purpose, it was distinctly announced 
"that, if the legislative and executive authorities of the State oi 
Georgia shall persevere in acts of encroachment upon the territories 
secured by a solemn treaty to the Indians, and the laws of the U- 
Oion remain unaltered, a superadded obligation, even higher than 
that of human authority, wiii romp«d the Executive of the United 
States to enforce the laws and fulfil the duties of the nation by all 
the force committed, for that purpose, to his charge.'-' And this iil 
judged, not to say impotent threat, was repeated in a letter from 
the Secretary of War to the Governor of Geo'gia, as already men- 
tioned, and that it should lose nothing of the effect imposed by a 
military pageant, it was delivered by an officer at arms. 

- This plain history of the high handed authority asserted by thc^ 
President and accompanied with a menace, which in the absence of 
firmer means is the usual resort of undecided purpose, presents 
but one intelligible conclusion. 

If the Legislature meant any thing by its several acts disposing 
'of the territory acquired by the Treaty of the Indian Springs. If 
they meant any thing by approving of the conduct of ttie negotia- 
tors of that Treaty, If they meant any thing by declaring that; 
they had an absolute vested "interest created by said Treaty, and 
■that nothin« T short of the whole territory thus acquired would be 
satisfactory" and that the Treaty be insisted on*and carried into 
effect. If they meant any thing by asserting that Georgia owned 
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-exclusively the soii and jurisdiction of all the territory within hep 
limits, and that the attempted abrogation of the Treaty of the In- 
dian Springs was illegal and unconstitutional: this Legislature 
cannot but conceive that it became the bounden duty of the Gover- 
nor to consider the whole transaction u as an invasion of our vest- 
ed rights, offensive in its manner and not warranted by any princi- 
ple of justice," meriting that hearty defiance which belongs to a 
people peculiar for their submission to constitutional authority, but 
equally remarkable for their opposition, in every shape, to tyranny 
and usurpation. And that he ought to haye been prepared to re- 
sist the invasion of a " vested interest," as well in the unsettled 
territory acquired, as in the heart of the oldest settlement of Geor- 
gia. Accordingly, Governor Troup in reply to the Secretary- of 
War, on the 17th of February last, declared that he ft It it "to be 
his duty to resist to the utmost any military attack which the go- 
vernment of the Uoited States shall think proper to make on the 
territory, the people or the sovereignty oi Georgia, and all the mea- 
sures necessary to the performance of this duty, according to our 
limited means are in progress. From the first decisive act of hos- 
tility, you will be considered and treated as public enemies, and 
with the 3e93 repugnance, because you, to whom we might consti- 
tutionally have appealed for our defence against invasion, are 
yourselves the invaders, and what is more, the unblushing allies of 
the savages whose cause you have adopted. 1 ' This course is alto- 
gether approved by the committee, & what 13 extremely gratifying 
seems to be justified by most of our considerate sister States ; and 
the replication of the- Governor, is the more satisfactory, because, 
wdifce some recreant threats that are made for effect and intimida- 
tion, it was backed by a preparation, so grave and detetmiced, as 
to relieve itfroui all suspicion of being idle or unmeaning. 

There is a circumstance connected with this subject, as the com- 
mittee conceive, of such honorable disinterestedness, as to make it 
a matter of lively concern to present it to the consideration of the 
legislature. In carrying into effect the orders of the President 
tor the arresting of the public servants of the State, in the strict 
tod faithful performance of a duty imposed upon them by the laws 
of their country, and subjecting them to the expense and exposure 
nf a public and vexatious prosecution, the agency of the District 
Attorney becsme necessary, and waa therefore demanded; That 
r.fiioo, «t is wtdl knoxn, had been and was then ably discharged by 
r.v.r esteemed fe! low-citizen, Richard W. Habersham, Esq. a native 
Georgian ;■ feeling and believing that his State was most unnatural- 
ly harrassed, and unwilling to be the organ of outrage to her rights 
P> a;j instrument of oppression to her citizens, he resigned into the 
hantfsof those, who were unable io appreciate such an act of mag- 
r.a'.dadty, a trust which could no longer be held, as he conceived, 
' tKiUt disgrace to them and disgust to liimfcdf. Fur this exam- 
!•.'> rare patriotism, and ii. is not too much to say, rivalling many 
> the deeds of Rinnan virtue, he has been most illiberally de- 
'-juneed at home and abroad, by the advocates of an administration 
- n- iviuved for its patronage than respected for its principles, 
j.-.i^vJios-.jdV-ctftm for its cause is measured by its success alone, 
■■■•■■■■ 'i ;r: •,;&■:■■:? ;v.d >.-;c:; -;n instate? of self desir.1 >$ grits the grat;- 
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Itnle of Georgia, and deserves and receives the thanks and appd- 
bation of this Legislature.

^ The senate tome up and agreed to the report of the committeis 
Xp whom was referred the reports of the several county Acade-; 
nues, which is as follows: 

. The Committee to whom was referred the reports of the sever* 
41 County Academies, have had the same under consideration, 
and REPORT— 

That these reports present a condition creditable to 'the patrons 
of those Institutions, and flattering to the future reputation of the 
literature of the State. 

But from the most attentive examination, they have been nna- 
, ble to arrive at any satisfactory conclusion, to what extent and 
proficiency classical education has been taught in these Institu- 
tions—This branch of literature is so necessary in all systems of 
juvenile instruction, that few persons in modern days have at- 
tained intellectual eminence, whose minds have not received this' 
, training. 

There are many, however, emboldened by perhaps a licen- 
tious spirit of inquiry which has distinguished other countries, 
and ff'd'ih which we are not exempt, have questioned its utility fn 
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the education of youth, and rank the practice among the instafi* 
cesin which custom, the offspring of circumstances, accidental 
and temporary, has triumphed over the plainest dictates of rea- 
son. 

The history of classical literature is not without its colour of 
approval to this opinion. The estimation in which this branch 
of letters has been held, and the ardour with, which it has been 
pursued in modern days, may perhaps be ascribed to causes ac- 
cidental and temporary ; and if the committee can be pardoned 
the seeming profanation, they would consider these accidental 
and temporary causes the signal interposition of Divine Provi- 
dence, to rescue mankind from that Gothic ignorance and bar- 
barity which so rapidly increased and benighted the human 
mind, from the decline and fall of the Roman Empire to the re- 
vival of letters in the fifteenth century. An examination of these 
causes is deemed unnecessary; they are facts of historical record, 
and within reach of every industrious enquirer. The arguments 
nrged against the practice of making the study of the ancient 
classics a necessary part of education, are the following, viz: It 
is urged, the time a bo\' employs in acquiring a knowledge oi 
words, as they style the study of the Latin and Greek languages, 
may be more profitably spent in getting a knowledge of things'; 
notwithstanding his young and tender mind may not be quali- 
fied to enter on intricate and abstruse studies, it is able to receive 
and retain a variety of information y that would be useful to him 
in future life ; that in learning a language, it is the memory that 
Is chiefly exercised, and that this useful faculty. may be as easily 
*fi!ied with important facts, as -condemned to retain a jumble of 
foreign words, together with the various rules and exceptions un- 
der which they have been placed by grammarians. That Geo- 
graphy, Chronology, Natural History, and works of imagina- 
tion, may be employed by the instructor to give equal exercise 
to the memory, and by the greater pleasure they would afford to 
the pupil, as well as his more perfect understanding of them, 
they would both improve his other faculties and add to his stock, 
of useful knowledge, and that time would be saved in learning; 
during childhood, much that must be learnt some time or other. 
In these arguments it is assumed as granted, that in the study of 
the classics, the memory is the only faculty improved. Its seems 
to the committee, that in studying the ancient languages, all 
the; faculties of the mind are actively exercised, and that in 
this exercise consists the chief advantage of classical educa- 
♦.ion. 

^ If p;o:.i':;? consist in the degree of excellence, attained. by all 
».b- great faculties of invention, judgment, memory and taste, 
*..;at system of education must be best, which is most likely to 
give these the utmost degree of improvement of which they are 
c-.-ceptibl-,. Th?s« faculties, scarcely perceptible in th'-lnind 
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%e infant, are gradually developed as the T>ody increases * 
ie and strength ; they do not appear at the same time, nor 



eir progress the same. The memory is in perfection when in- 
iition is hardly discerned, and the judgment continues to im- 
ove long after the memory is on the decline — hence the dis- 
pone which is adapted to one faculty does not necessarily suit

e discipline of the Grammar School. An analysis of a boy's 
ind, in translating from an ancient language into his own, will 
irtder this the more obvious. 

In ascertaining the import of such foreign words and phrases 

i he does not understand, when he has consulted his dictionary,

Urases, essentially different from one another; in selecting out 

f this Variety that which will best express the meaning of his 

Etthor, he must weigh, compare and discriminate ; and in this 

nployment his judgment is exercised and matured; when the 

ictionary refuses to afford him the aid he solicits, in his exer- 

ons after the suitable and analogous expression, invention and 

mcy are brought into action. To find out the proper Order in 

hich the words are to be arranged in the translation, he must 

lek that one of the numerous rules of Syntax which alone is ap» 

icable; and hence arises the habit of abstraction. 

When the meaning is ascertained, in selecting from the sever- 

synonimous expressions that which is happiest and best, hrs 

ste is obviously cultivated and improved — In short, the whole 

isiness of translating a classic author consists in an unremitted 

ttrciseof the mental faculties; in perceiving the resemblances 

'difierehces of what he observes, remembers or imagines, and 

flo^ger than they are exercised can he make any progress. — 

he translation from his own language into Latin and Greek, 

prds similar advantages to the student, with this difference — 

at it seems to improve his invention arid sagacity more, his 

igment and taste less, and is less complete in itself. Memory, 

is universally admitted, '.s sufficiently cultivated in learning the 

issics. 

If We compare the classical with odier juvenile studies, it will 
found that none will afford the same continued and varied ex- 
ise ; hi Geography, Chronology, and such branches of Natu- 
History as can be learnt from books, the active powers of the 
rid are suspended, and the memory alone is exercised. In 
'study of our own language, as it is ordinarily taught, the 
»d is nearly as passive; in Use study of Mathematics, the rea- 
litig povVers ar> vigorously and profitably exercised ; but they 
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are dormant Pi to ail other relations but number and quantity, 
Iu Physics, some useful knowledge may be acquired, and the i 
lent of observation improved, bat the reasoning faculties are! 
tl«: exercised, and those of imagination s'ill itas; the consequen 
of'diis inherent diversity is, that some minds succeed inonesl 
dy and some in another, as each cultivates the facility in wbjj 
it happens to excel; and hence it is that a proficiency in class! 
al learning, which requites and implies the improvement of, 
the faculties of the mind, is more uniformly an evidence of j 
:>ms, and gives a surer presage of intellectual strengtlydian a 
other single acquirement. > 

During the years of tuition the knowledge of men and thin 
must iieressrril'y be very limited. Nothing but the actual pi 
caption of what passes in his own heart and mind, or his obst 
vation of the actions of others, and the indefinable and ever-v 
rving occurrences of life, can impart to man knowledge that^ 
be either useful or accurate; and every attempt to supply t 
place of experience will prove inadequate and fallacious. Sirj 
knowledge cannot be imparted during youth, it is desirable 
improve the future means of acquiring it; and even it it cot 
be imparted, it would be better to get talents than inforraatk 
as every one would prefer the ability of writing a poem to tl 
of remembering it, and be prouder of the skill of a painter tit 
to possess some of his pictures. If we examine the list of ilk 
trious names which have figured on the theatre of governmej 
physics, or letters, in England or in our own country, we ski 
scarcely meet with one who has not received a classicaledin 
tion ; when we find that those whose minds have been thus trai. 
ed are generally superior in intellectual powers to those who ha 
received a different training, and that those wb-e have been 4 
tinguished for the productions of genius, agree in nothing mc 
than this mode of instruction; it seem- to lead irresistably to t 
conclusion that such mode is superior in improving tiie inf 
leefs. Some distinguished examples maybe cited in our ov 
country of men who exhibit strong and vigorous minds witbq 
the benefits of classical education ; but it will be found general! 
that such men have and their efforts concentrated on a sinf 
pursuit, that they have manifested only great reasoning pow< 
in a single department of science. Similar but not equal adva ' 
tapes are to be obtained by the study of modem 1 ansa- ages/ 1 
Iiuue is so much resemblance among all improved modern la 
pages as to the origin of their words", the small number of till ' 
luliections and variations, and the erea'er number of their ps'-

The study of modern languages is not to be regarded as pro* 
'Stless and unnecessary ; oar sister States have deemed it m es- 
Bntial and important part of juvenile instruction ; a proficiency 
| modern classical literature is viewed not only as an ornament 
I the mind, but obviously useful in our varied commercial and 
lolitical intercourse with foreign nations. 

With this view of classical learning, it is a source of me! un- 
holy regret thar so little care should he bestowed by the patrons 
f our Academies on this important part of juvenile education, 
lore deplorable is the apparent want of munificence on the past 
'' f the Legislature, the assumed guardians of the literary charac- 
"V of the State. With an extent of territory equalled by but lew 
■'-'r.none of our sister States, with sources of revenue none other 
in ^possess, with a climate mild, though varied, and congenial 
'") the expansion of human intellect; the Legislature hitherto 
iN H refused even a temporary endowment for a professorship of 
,odern languages, and also moral and mental philosophy, for 
fi ie University. 

'''When we compare the literary character of Georgia now, with 
hat it might have been; when we contrast it with many of our 
-ster States, the votary to science will blush, indeed, at the -pa- 
iy and indifference to intellectual advancement which havehith- 
:fo obscured it* When we see our sister States of the North 
ml East so wonderfully and efficiently uniting capital and in- 
?!lectfor our humiliation and ruin, will Georgia spurn the means 
'hich can avert and arrest the approaching triumph and conse- 
uent 'dependence ? Will she longer remain supine and in cold- 
teai'ted indifference, and see these means wrevted from her, 
dttch can not only ensure her preservation, but raise her to pre- 
ifltaence and distinction? These truths, obvious and incontro- 
Wjble, it is hoped will awaken the guardians of the literature 
jftne State to a sense of our literary degradation, and induce a 
IJpre appropriation from the funds arising from the sale of puh- 
felatids, for the permanent endowment of t^fe different profes- 
of&hips, which may enable us to sustain, protect and advance- 
tor literary and scientific character, i 

The Committee recommend the following resolutions :

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The Sen-ate took up and agreed to the import of the Joint "Com 
tfuttee on Agriculture and Internal Improvement, which is as fol- 
Jews : 

The Joint Committee on Agriculture and Infernal Improve-. 
merit of the State of Georgia, ask leave to report in the L en.id 
following : 

(That as several references have been already noticed, in. particu- 
lar instances, there only remain the following subject? at present 
entrusted to their charge, at ail deemed worthy the attention vt the 
Legislature. 

1st. As to the present and actual condition of the several River3 
in this State — the documents in the public offices of the different 
periods — the reports of the commissioners thereupon ; and the bene- 
fits resulting at this time Ironi the 'system pursued — All of them 
shew that the plans hitherto adopted have been without any result, 
either benefical, or even encouraging ; for the cause must lie either 
tn the appropriation of the means for the improvement of these 
streams being too limited, or else, in the application of them hith- 
erto followed by persons engaged to superintend the same. And 
it is well known, that no improper pars'. moi.y is attributable on this 
head, to the Legislature of Georgia ; equally well known, that the 
fault is to be ascribed, generally speaking, to the want of personal 
interest, knowledge of, aud practical acquaintance, with this par- 
ticular subject by the Commissioners ; and also, to the want of 
some common head to counsel, direct, and control their operations, 
in their different districts, and according to their several exigencies. 

Your Committee would therefore strenously insist upon the ne- 
cessity of constituting a Board of Internal Improvement, accord- 
ing to the, provisions of a bill now in progress through, the Legis- 
lature. . In fact, it might be stated generally, that the actual con- 
dition of our navigable streams, and even of our principal market 
toads, is such, as without exaggeration, would cause in some coun- 
tries.'an insurance upon life, or property, or both, to be effected on 
them. To say the-whole, the public spirit in the greater portion 
of the counties is so feeble, and the state of their several roads is 
such, as ta deprive this committee of a hope, that even any thing 
Serious fe intended in reference to Internal Improvement, it ap- 
pearing impossible that a member from one section of the State, 
tan Sufficiency divest himself of local prejudice, to legislate ss 
well for the whole and the entire interest of our common country, 
as for the little part that each of us may happen to live in ; — and 
it is the more remarkable, when we reflect upon the nature of the 
oath taken by each member of the Legislature, that he will as a 
Senator or a Representative, so give his vote and so conduct him- 
self on all questions that may happen to come before him, as in 
his judgment may appear conducive to the interest of the whole 
State of Georgia, without allusion to the particular county from 
which he, may have been chosen. In more particular reference to 
this matter, the Committee would beg leave to take a particular 
notice of the Savannah river, being the oldest stream used in this 
State as a navigable water, and consequently the more fiequtrt 
Object of experiment, and one of the best calculated to test all 
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sppculrttisn on the several subjects which hftve been referred to this 
Committee by your honorable, body ; and what is stated in '.he suc- 
ceeding paragraphs "ill be found more or less applicable to all the 
navigable streams of the State of Georgia. 

Speaking then of the Savannah river as an indication of Hie 
condition of the other public wafers of this State, that it is a sub- 
ject of much and general inconvenience to the whole of our citi- 
aatss, one way or the other— your committee are of opinion, that 
the trade between the cities of Savannah and Augusta, affords the 
case in point ; not only because of the needful despatch so neces- 
sary to commerce of evevy kind— .but also, because of t!ie addi- 
tional expense incurred, both ;a die transportation o! produce down 
the river and intended for foreign parts, and in the transportation 
of imports to then respective places of destination. For the seve- 
ral articles of import sent 'as they ase to aeet and at.swer our ar- 
ticles for export, must at last be pa?d to the full exuni— (fcst cost, 
ordinary commissions and the duty) by t.iie consumers. And with 
regard to '.he extraordinary expense that the gruweis of produce 
su«ado by the present state of the roads, the comnduee beg leave 
to dr-iiv your attention to the following remarks in Mr. Fulton's 
Report of last year, (pJ'ge 52.) 

«* Whatever facilities are afforded to a State by improvement, be- 
yond what it possessed in transporting its produce to market, is so 
much labor or money sav;d to that State ; tor the article of cation, 
for instance, wili bring as great a price in a foreign market when 
more cheaply transported in that Sta e, as it would have done if 
those improvements had never existed. Hence it becomes obvious 
that whatever saving takes place, goes into the pockets of the grow- 
ers, and not into those of the consumer." These circumstances, 
rentier it all important to the agricultural portion of this commu- 
nity, that the freight to and fro, should be as light as possible, and 
raoreovrr, that all additional increase of expense upon the first cost 
should be spared to our people It is al»o the opinion of your 
committee, that the several bars in the Savannah and other rners 
may arise from the second cause mentioned in the Engineer's Re- 
port. They are of opinion that a geological change is constantly 
tak<ng place in the beds of these rivers, tram the manner of culti- 
vation pursued by holders of land upon the margins of our prin- 
cipal navigable streams ; and that no other proper remedy caD be 
applied, but that of dredging or excavating the soil, which may 
have so accumulated, and of confining the current to some channel 
recommended by some scientific and practical Engineer, and ac- 
cording to the mode prescribed by him ; and would refer to (he 
5>ocumers(s accompanying this Report, mat heel A. and B. Your 
Committee also beg leave to s'ate, that Georgia, from the wide es- 
teniof Us territory, its variety, and bsge proportion of fertile soil, 
congenial climate, commodious harbor*, and na viable streams, 
py-se^es advantages interior to few or none of the lections of our 
common country. It is therefore our duty as Repieseniatives of 
;>«r b!a!... 8 to j„ k to any plan or v. ode of aff-rdmtr s „y faciiifv to 
^s»mpiove,oent which the hand of nature might seem to require. 
*ta. to cah \Ut atlcutior. of oiv corstitacms to any tubject io well

{•alculited to advance the ease, comfort, and happiness of the peo- 
ple of Georgia— not only as a member or the human family at 
present exiting but by reason of Us being likewise calculated to 
Hjvance the ease, the comfort, and the happiness, as well of those 
unborn, as of those who from one circumstance or other, e ay 
chance to come among us ; and would beg leave to ask from the 
L»gislaure their attention to the following suggestions, from ore 
of our own citizens ; whom to know, there would be in .he breast 
of every liberal man. esteem for his wo-th, respect for his charac- 
ter, and gratitude for the good he his done. 

' "To the p-esent Legislature, th? reflecting people of this Stale 
look with no ordinary degree of confidence, for the accomplishment 
of much, that will for years, give character to her destinies, and 
brighten her prospects. Among the various measures that will of 
course occupy its &tteniiooj that of Internal Improvement, wili 
doubtless, receive its due share of consideration. Certainly noth- 
ing curt be more immediately and vitally connected with the pros* 
perity of this country, tian a wisely devised system for that purpose. 
-fiv Internal Improvement, is here intended a sober practicable en- 
terprisej limited in its application to the populated parts of the 
St?te ; adapted to the wants and convenience of all its citizens^ 
poor as well as wealthy ; cautiously graduated to the resources of 
the State, and to be carried on from y°ar to year, without risk of 
exhausting the treasury, or hazarding the mischief of augmented 
taxation. 

" Among the causes that have combined in retarding the pros- 
perity of t£is State, and fertile in pernicious consequences, one is, 
its destitution of good roads, of cheap, convenient and secure chan- 
nels, for the conveyance of produce to markets froci the interim* 
and remote parts, as this necessarily leads to an oppressive and dis- 
proportionate expense, and operates as a discouraging and depres- 
sing force on the industry 5, of the country. 

"In the existing state of things, the transportation of one c Wie- 
the distance of one hundred miles, taking an average through the 

*year, costs one dollar ; of a bale of cotton of the usual weight, three 
dollars, or from one eighth to one tenth of its total value. If one 
hundred bushels of corn were sent that distance, the freight would 
reach the exorbitant amount of fifty dollars ; or the price of 66 
bushels, if sold p.i 75 cents per bushel, which is probably a fair ave- 
rage for the low country market ; manifestly precluding the cul- 
ture of corn in the parts mentioned, except for neighborhood con- 
sumption. 

" One hundred thousand bales of cotton from the interior of this 
State, annually seek a market at various points of our sea coast, or 
at Augusta. The freight of this transportation cannot be rated 
lower than three hundred thousand dollars per annum. And if all 
points of the State be included in the estimate, and a fair allowance, 
made at the same price, for the amount of merchandise forwarded 
inward, the injury inflicted yearly on the agricultural interest of 

'the country, mav be seen in its just magnitude and its disastrous 
consequences become apnarent to the dullest understanding. 
"'**' While cotton commanded a market at from 12 to £0 tents, the 



misculef above noticed, was little regarded ', but it acquires a gr-a- 
vsr character find claims a more serious consideration, when view- 
ed in connexion with the present circumstances and future pros» 
jKrirv of the cotton grower in this country. 

•'■ iivl c. few years ago, the Southern States of the Union monopo- 
lised toe market of Europe tor cotton : its culture however, has 
since been extended over an immense and annually augmenting 
area, in Asia, Africa and ^outh Ameiica. Hence from the opera- 
tion of causes, resistless in their course as the step of destiny, vizi 
the vastly increasing production of cotton, and the natural impos- 
sibility of that consumption, staiticg from this time, can keeppacd 
with production ; it becomes self evident that the price of that ar- 
ticle must Snd a level stiil lower than that at which it now stands. 

" It is equally plain, that the cost of freight will hold an increas- 
ing ratio to the value of produce until that reaches its minimum f 
sr;d also, that when that charge bears a certain high ratio to the 
value of production, it compels the planter to direct the whole or a 
share of his industry to articles less heavily burdened. The corn 
cultivation of the back country is in. this situation. 

" In the present state of the business the cotton planter who sends!' 
Si is cotton to a distant market, pays on© bile out of 8 or 10 for car- 
riage ; but when it shall have sunk to six cents per lb the point at 
which, from the circumstances of the world, it will probably be- 
come 'stationary ; it will then cest hira one bate out of every five 
or six. 

'• These views and conclusions, without advancing pretensions 
to minute accuracy, are in the main sound, and although affording 
no sufficient motive for despondence, they certain fy do for serious 
sad salutary reflection ; they lead to (he conviction, that greafand 
persevering effort is demanded to relit ve the industry and capital 
of the country from the pressure and disadvantages against which 
they now have to contend. 

" If Georgia is to prosper ; if she is to retain l<er present stand j 
if she is to be preserved (torn declension, this is indispensable-* 
otherwise -much of the wealth and enterprise of our citizens will 
ses-k other soils, where their means csn be more profitably employ- 
ed ; this evil has, and to no small extent, already happened j- in- 
deed, Hie early adoption of the system recommended, appears to be 
not so much a measure of mere expedience as of necessity — If it be 
wisely planned, and skillfully and faithfully executed, it will ac- 
complish ail that its advocates promise." 

The pecuniary resources of the State that may be considered ap- 
pH cable t > works of internal commercial improvement, may be es- 
timated as follows ; the amount of Darien money now in the Trea- 
sury, and ail the money due the State on account of bunds, ac- 
counts and other evidences of debt, and all that may arise frcro 
the future sale of lands and other public property not otherwise 
appropriated. In the application of these resources, several sepa- 
rate and distinct considerations present themselves 

1st. The most Certain mode of gaining a given quantum of im- 
provement at the least probable expense to the State. 

2d. The improvements necessary for the permanent couamercia* 
and agricultural prosperity of the State. 



&1. The method most likely to attain these improvements, a«9 
(Dnsequent benefits, 

4th. The necessity of making this method a permanent append 
dageof h^ government. 

The first of these considerations presents these points ; ron* 
tracts, hired labor, ami slave labor ; contracts hitherto made in this 
State with individuals, have uniformly been attended with disaster 
and defeat ; it is now deemed almost a licentious use of the public 
Treasury to place it in the hands ot any contractor, unless he will 
submit to a constant and responsible supervision of his iaaor, which 
destroys the very object of all such engagements Hired l&bor is. 
objectionable from its uncertainty and expensiveness ; uncertaitt 
from the constant liability to desertion and forfeiture of their obli- 
gation by those who can be induced to be thus employed ; expen- 
sive from the enormous price demanded by that class of our popu» 
lation, whose (abor can be thus obtained under the necessary re- 
strictions to ensure a fulfilment of their promise. It is demonstra- 
ble that such laborers cannot be procured at a less price than oti«S 
dollar per day ; this price, suppose two hundred laborers were em- 
ployed, would amount to upward* of sixty thousand dollars per an- 
num ; a sum almost or quite equal to what thai number of slaves 
would cost. Admit for araument — and to make the compans >n 
they cost eighty thousand dollars, twenty thousand would clo'he, 
subsist and effect, a life insurance at 4 per cent, and allow the legal 
interest on the cspital vested ; the exp.nse would then be as twen~ 
ty is to sixty, or clear gain to the State of forty thousand dollars in 
favor of slave labor; this computation is not idle corjerture, but 
is accurately made and is in perfect accordance with the clothing 
and subsistence of the United States' so:dier9. 

The Committee are aware of the objections that may b? urged tc 
the introduction of so large a number of staves into the State with- 
out any regard to character ; these objections and fears are "more 
imaginary than real, when it is considered from the nature of their 
employment, they will have to be divided into a number of small' 
parcels and superintended by vigilant overseer^ and moreover,, 
that there are many p**rsons in the State, who employ An equal or 
greater number of slaves daily oa their plantations without any 
other immoral or disastrous incidents than are common to this pe 
<5uliar class of our population, however isolate- K 

2d. The improvements' necessary for the permanent prosperity 
of the State are natural and artificial. 

3d. Natural improvement consists in removing log*, snags, roots- 
sand bwrs and other impediments, Jto the free navigation of the se- 
veral rivers in the State, and confining; the water ir the main chan- 
nel, so as to afford boatable water at all seasons of the year. These 
improvements are deemed of primary importance, for en the cer- 
tainty and permanency of this water transportation will depend the 
value and utility of artificial improvements,- th<se are, canals, 
fail roads, and turnpikes, and are to ho selected with a due legard 
to economy and facility afforded. Assuming the estimates of Mr. 
fulton, the Civil Erginrcrj

The committee are aware of the diff rence in durability of the 
two modes of improvements, but it is confidently believed, that i ri- 
der all the circumstances, that rail roads will be found the most 
pr.c;ioyb!e and useful, at lea&t for the middle and up country.— 
When it is k-h. wn tha ! by the process of charing, as simple as it is 
ea v, the durc-biiUv of timber can be in crossed almost to half a cen- 
tury ; i w jodso ra ! i road -y;th iron p'Utes, the timbers well coated 
wiih linseed oil and common glue, and then covered with newly 
xnatie a sd finely pjwdered charcoal, would remain sound and tirm 
ior unwards of thirty yais. 

The committee are supported in their position, by an experiment 
actual!? nude in Lincolnshire, in England, where the posts prepar- 
ed in the manner before prescribed, have remained under water for 
twenty yeais, without the wood becoming the least moistened. 

This experiment seems so conclusive ardsomuchto the point* 
that the committee beg leave to recommend it seriously to the con* 
sideration of the superintending authority for the Internal 'Improve- 
ment. Turnpike roads are so little known in this State, that the 
committee have no satisfactory data by which they can estimate 
their comparative advantages. Ffoni an estimate furnished by the 
Ci"d Engineer, the cost would be sixteen hundred dollars per mile 
in the sections of country most favorable for their construction'.— 
[I o firmation of this estimate, y^u* committee refer you to Do- 
cuments, C. atsd i>^ In many parts ot the State they would beim- 
p- ; icable from want of material*-, or constructed at such an enor- 
mous price as to make it unwise to attempt them 

The committee are aware of the argua«ent that may be urgtd in 
oo-ition to any general sys*em of Internal Improvement, that the 
r «»r can transport his own commodities to market in his owti 
Waggon. 

i his argument, more specious than true, will be refuted on the 
shiniest examination, if the price- ot transportation be in proportion 
to sue capita! and time employed, and that if is so, surely ne one 
will question ; then certainly the loss is equal, whether we convey 
our otton to market in our own waggons, or engage those of our 
neighbor. In addition to this, ii will lessen the number of horses 
in ty-ir country ,* one of the most expensive appendages of a planta- 
tion The committee are unwilling to leave, this subject, without 
adverting to the immense amount lost to the citizens annually, by 
th. present system of transportation. Assuming as the fact, (and 
it is tar short of truth) that three hundred thousand dollars are ex- 
pended anaualiy tor the transportation of the products of the cotfa- 
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fjy market ;ihif of return merch- -.ndi?e may b» safrW^sfiraated a| 
two hundred uoti <and more — making a urai of t xpi'i-iimre incur. 
red for carriage on the existing pho, of five hundred tnoosand dol- 
lars By rail road conveyance, it would not exceed ore hundred 
thousand dollars — rhus realising an absolute increase of wealth to 
the country, equal to four hundred thousand dollars. 

4ih. The plan most likely to itthi.i these objects, will consist in 
a well organised Board of Public Improvement ; to this Boird 
should be intrusted the disbursp.nent and disposal of all money that 
is now, or may be hereafter appropriated for the Internal Improve- 
meat of the S.-ate. They should be allowed to keep in their employ 
a well practised Engineer, witn a suitable salary, and as many as- 
sistants as in their opinion the public service may r» quire— •',rsey 
should have power to direct the survey of any river or roue for a 
canal or rail road, turnpike, or other rasas '..hat may be deemed ne- 
(tessary for the public u«e and convenience, <m i may c«use tie sa<v>e 
to be placed in a suitable condition for use, whe sever appropria- 
tions may oe made o enable th-m toeft'ecf iv ; and have powe-- to 
purchase all the necessary iniieuenis for perfecting and facilita- 
ting tie contemplated improvements in the State, which in their 
judgment may be useful and necessary. The eomn-ittee ar- aware 
that oojecfons may be urged to the organza :<on of a Hoard with 
such plenary powers But when it is considered, they have the 
chntrol only of the finds ppropriated for internal Improvement, 
these objections lose their force, and the intelligence of the Legisla- 
ture can but conclude, mat it is much safer to t«ust their Inernal 
Improvement funds to persons, however few in number, who are per- 
sonally kn nvn to them, woo have been selected from the great body 
of their feilow-ci izens, for their talents, zeal, fidelity and disci e- 
tion.and who > re annual y accountable to them for the faihfui per- 
formance of their trust, than to persons known only by name, owing 
no responsibility, who may have been selected more frmn favorit- 
ism thao any a anifestation of ability or desire to serve them, or to 
persons who may seek such appointments, more from a hope of per- 
sonal aggrandisement, than regard for the c'>muio:i weal. 

With these conclusions', the committee cannot s?e any good and. 
valid reason why a Board of Commissioners for Internal Iraprwe- 
tnent should not be made, and beco ue a permanent part of the Gov- 
ernment. If precedent be sought, it will be found in aU of our 
sister States who have -made advancement in practical improve- 
ments for facilitating transportation from the interior of their re- 
spective territories. 

the General Government have deemed the organization of fueh 
Board indispensable to ihe success of any enterprise for facilita'ing 
interior transportation. If we wish for proof thai the plans hither- 
to adopted are inadequate and fallacious, we need only turn to our 
rivers, where thousands have bean expend d, and the resul f disap- 
pointment and vexation. When united with and made a coosritu- 
ent part of the Government, it *Ul rest on th« same responsibility 
with every other deyar aient; a responsibility which we have hith- 
erto so much cherished ; which is the beau'y ami ornament of our 
republic ; an. I, sj long as it is well observed, will iie a sure presage 
of its durability. 



IV cemmUtee, in conclusion, bear leave tt» sclvert f<» the highly 
end >.i-ed and accomplished individual wiio ha-> been engaged as Ci- 
vil Engineer, and ha* signified nis intention to withdraw from the 
service of the State. 

The zeil, industry and ability with which he has, in every in- 
stance, imparted information on the variou-t intricate and complex 
subjects which have been submitted to their consideration, entitle 
him to oar decided approbation. 

Born and educated in a foreign country, he has become a citizen 
of *h» United States, not without the most earnest solicitations and 
solemn pledges to afford him a means of subsistence for himself and 
fa-oily, equal to and commensu -ate with the important services that 
would be required of hi -n, and which he has at all times shewed 
hi nisei <' able and ready to bestow. With a mind of great capacity, 
and high'y replete witn the most useful and practical skill in his 
department, he would constitute an efficient arm to th;- Executive 
of any Grovernmeut, and his loss will be ao occurrence long to be 
deplored by Georgia in her present exigency. The committee beg 
leave fo recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the passage of the bill now in progress in the sen* 
ate, for the permanent establishment of a Board ot Commissioners 
tor Internal Improvement, with a clause allowing an adequate al- 
lowance to a well practised Engineer, and such other assistants ag 
the public service may require, is the best system which pre-ents it- 
self for the promotion of the future commercial and agricultural 
prosperity of the State.

To the President of Senate — 

SIR — Although the liberali'y of the honorable body over 
*hich you preside granted me the right of being heard in my de- 
fence v by counsel, yet, considering that every moment is precious to 
the Legislature on the eve of its close, and considering that the evi- 
dence is before the senate, and that the argument of counsel would 
but serve to occupy the attention of the senate, without producing 
any other result than that of consuming its time, I have determined 
to waive the right so freely granted ; but asking the body rver which 
yon preside, collectively and individually, to consider in making up 
the determination, the source whence the accusation proceeds, and 
the probable motives which have doubtless actuated my accuser in 
making it. It is also respectfully asked of the honorable bedy over 
which you preeide, not to fis a precedent that may be hereafter 
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Viewed as depriving a citizen of the inestimable right of trial and" de>: 
fence, try concurring in a course having all the effects of an impeach, 
meot, without any of its justice. 

There is one other consideration which I desire to submit on the 
present occasion — it is this — notwithstanding much evidence bag 
been collected in relation to the charges, yet not one of them have 
been sustained ; and, when taken in connection with the testimony 
the limited time allowed me, enabled me to present, there exists 
much variety of opinion on the subject, and as to disqualification 
there is no evidence upon which any reliance can be placed. If the 
administration of public justice had suffered through me, where are 
the complaints of the people against me ?— Then excite'nooe. Ob 
the contrary, whenever any of the witnesses have been required to 
testify upon this subject, the opinion is uniform, that I have presided 
as well as those who have gotie before me.
